— The third disas- 
trous fire in the business district of the 
city caused a loss tonight estimated at 
more than $1,000,009 in the almost 
complete destruction of the buildings 
at 1^4 Wabash avenue occupied by Al- 
fred Peats & Co., dec^-JfrinSSVallpaper. 
Tlio building adjoining on the south, 
occupied by John Colby & Sons, fur- 
niture dealers, and that in the rear 
fronting on Michigan avenue, occu- 
pied by the millinery firm ot Kdson, 
Keith & Co.,-,.,thos©. to tlio north and 
south of thecKeitK-. building, occupied 
by the Gage bi^other company and 
Theodore .Archer & Go., millinery com- 
p4hies were damaged by fire ^nd wa- 
ter.

The fire started in tlie engine room of 
the Peats building and raged for three 
hours. The heavier losses are: Alfred

dore Archer Co., $25,000.

AVashlngton, .Tan. 28. — President 
Roosevelt late today issued a procla- 
mation announcing the conclusion of 
the Franco-American reciprocity ar- 
rangement, drawn under section 3 of 
the Dingley act. Under it America 
concedes a 20 per cent, abatement in 
duties on chaiiipaguo and sparkling 
wines imported into the United States, 
and Franco confirms the minimum 
tariff rate now accorded American pro- 
ducts. Other important provisions are 
inade, including the creation of a com- 
mission to consider possible amend- 
ments to the trade regulations in 
France and America. This commis- 
sion is to consLst of tliree experts ap- 
pointed by each government. 

Tlio new Franco-American agree- 
ment differs substantially in form and 
scope from tho various trade agree- 
ments drawn under section three of the 
Dingley act Which have preceded it. 
The Important point of difference is 
the method employed to preserve each 
party from that form of tariff mani- 
pulation which consists in arbitrarily 
incre.asing the duty on certain articles, 
as a basis for securing additional con- 
cessions from the other side. • 

Therefore It Is provided in this new 
arrangement; that the, new abatement 
Of duty on French champagne shall be 
conditional only, and that the old rate 
may ho restored whenever the Presi- 
dent shall be convinced that France is: 
increasing the duties on Imports from 
America. France is granted a similar 
privilege, namely, of applying maxi- 
mum duties on American products 
when satisfied that America is in- 
oreasing duties on French goods. 

Tho State department expects that 
no considerable reduction of French 
duties on "American products will be 
recorded under this new agreement, 
for the simple reason that America has 
already been enjoying minimum tariff 
rates in many cases solely by special 
concession of tho I'^rench government 
in anticipation of expected conces- 
sions, l^or instance, the French gov- 
ernment for more than four years has 
delayed the application of duties on 
Porto Rican-cof£ee3i,;,.sIt^bas resisted 
thi demand :of 'the Fcenoh .:ollve vgrow - 
etS'^tot- the application, of inajclmum 
duties on .Amerlean. cottoa s^ed oil, 
which compet^is' with .' Olive oil, and it 
has refused to accede to the terms of 
Russia, France's aliy, for increased du- 
ties on American petroleum in tho in- 
terest of the Baku product. 

The French have declined to accede to 
these Internal dein.inds for discrimina- 
tion against Aniorioa, but tlie concia- 
sion of tlio reciprocity agreement with 
Germany, whereby German champagnes 
1 sparkling wines were granted an 
abatement of 20 per cent of duty, 
ugbt nvitters to a focus, and the 
I'^rencli government, pointing out tho ex- 
tent of tlio concessions offered Ameri- 
can trade, and recalling the promise 
heretofore made, suggested tliat French 
clianipagnes always should Ik; granted 
the r.amc rates of duties accorded to 
German champagnes, and this is a basis 
for the agreement concluded today be- 
tv ecu the two governments. 

Not being a treaty, but merely an ar- 
rangement under tho sections of the 
Dingley act, which delegated to tho 
President power to effect limited recip- 
rocal exchanges, this new agrooment 
will not require the approval of tlie 
TTnlted States Senate and will become 
effective ori February 1 next.

Tjl^ attempt- 
ed to discredit' the outbreaks in later 
life with the suggestion tha.t they were 
the result of too much drihk and 
nothing more. Thatr the prosecutor 
will ridicule the expert testimony is 
generally agreed. Having no experts 
of his own, he has a free hand in that 
direction this year.

At Toronto our 
representatives were very much In 
evidence, tludr names appearing at or 
near the top in several matches. At 
Ottawa tlie team from the Fifth regi- 
ment was tliird for the Coates cup, 
only loosing by two points. The Lon- 
don Merchants' cup for provincial 
te.ims only was again won by British 
Columbia. Hospital Sergt. Richardson 
was third in the governor's and sec- 
ond in the Blsloy aggregate. He was 
also a member of the Canadian team 
which shot in the Palma trophy com- 
lietltion. 

Tlireo of our members (Co.-Sergt.- 
.Maj. Caven, Sergt. Carr and Gnr.

Could Not Get Down Town Lodgings 
80 Appropriated 
Schools 



Charged with vagrancy at the police 
court yesterday morning, Herbert 
Hounslow, a recent arrival in the city, 
told Justice of tho Peace Northcott.

Some days 
ago ccmplaints were made to tlie po- 
lice of -some one not only sleeping in 
the Victoria scdiooi at niglit but the 
individual nuule liimself comfortable by 
lightiii.g a lire and when ho jierformed 
his aliliitioiis did not disdain to use llie 
towels in the lavatory. The po!i(;o 
watclied the school for several niglita 
but Hounslow had transferred his 
"lodgings" to tho Spring Ridge school. 
On Monday night a policeman was 
stationed there with the result that 
Hounslow was arrested. His case was 
rematided until today.

other correspondence was due to the 
fact that tlie return asked for merely 
referred to all papers and correspond- 
ence connected with tho withholding 
of assent from tho Immigration bill, 
while this letter had been received in 
the department hero .subscciuont to that 
event. 

Other Routine Business 
On motion of lion. .Mr. Fulton, a 
bill to authorize the granting to the 
corporation of tho city of New AVest- 
minstor certain lands for park pur- 
poses, was Introduced and read for the 
first time. 

Mr. Oliver withdrew, with the per- 
mission of the house, his motion for 
copies of instructions received by his 
honor the , lieutenant-governor: in, con- 
neqtlon .with his iadtlori - on the:, Bowse r 
bill. 

Mr. Bowser Introduces Bill. 

In introducing bill No. 2, An Act to 
Regulate InimlKration Into Britisii Col- 
umbia, Hon. W. J. Bow.ser, K. C, At- 
torney-General, said: 

Mr. Siiealter, in rising for tlio second 
timo to introduce tlie bill which is en- 
titled An Act to Regulate lnim.igration 
into British Columbia, 1 will endeavor 
to bo as brief and concise as possible 
in making the few rcniarks which 1 
purpose addressing to this house on 
the question which is now before this 
legislature. 

This question Is vital and all Im- 
portant as far as this province Is con- 
cerned ; and therefore, In order to db 
justice to it and to explain in a proper 
manner tho legislation, which ha.^ 
taken place in this relation. 1 may 
perhaps find it necessary, in placing 
my views before the house, to enter 
into ci rlain delalls and Infringe upon 
Uiu lime of the house to a somewhat 
greater extent tlian is usual in such 
circumstances. It lia.i licen stated by 
.some lion. genthMiioii in tliis house, and 
ijai'ticuUirly during liie debate on tiio 
Address — I think, by the hon. member 
for Cliiliiwack — tliat tills is a question 
wdiich tho people in Fastern Canada 
do not properly understand; and that 
those people are not thoroughly ac- 
quainted wltli our views in respect to 
it, and especially in rel!erence to the 
Ijartlculars of tlie treaty between Ja- 
)jan and Canada, which came up for 
discussion during last session in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. 

All Are Agreed 

But In my opinion, and I thinlc that 
the hon, members 011 tlie ojiposite side 
of the house will agree with mo in this, 
this is the only question upon wdilch 
all the people of British Columbia, 
and the members o£ all political par- 
ties, are in thorough accord, and our 
jiooplo are unanimously agreed that 
somewhere sucJi a satisfactory settlo- 
iiient must be reached as will for all 
time to come keep out tlio Asiatic im- 
migrants, wlio arc now permitted to 
come into tliis country and compete 
with the laboring men Ot . this great 
province. (Clieers.) 

Wo have most clearly and emphatic- 
ally shown in the past and particularly 
in tile bill which was introduced into 
and passed througli this house last 
session, and I suppose that the same 
late which befell that bill will befall 
tho proposed legislation of this session 
upon this subject that as far as tlie 
province of Britlsli Columbia is con- 
cerned, and as far as it can express 
its opinion through the members elect- 
ed to represent tiie people in this 
house, something of an effective na- 
ture should be done, and that at an 
early date, to iceep out these Asiatics. 
(Cheers.) 

East Should Understand 

Now, sir, if there is any one iiubllc 
question wlilch should be thoroughly 
understood by the people of Kastern 
Canada, or at all events by those ^vho 
represent its constituencies In the Do- 
minion ' parliament as concerns the 
stand whioli has been taken by the 
people of this province beyond all 
perad venture, it is this important 
question. Sir, the acts which liave 
been uiianliiuuisly passed in tliis house 
during previous se:i.sions show in tlie 
clearest possible manner the feeliii.g 
of the peoiilo living in the province of 
L-iritish Columbia. We have the first 
act which was passed hi lUOO, wliich 
was re-enacted in 1902, and again 
passed In 1903-4, during the first ses- 
sion after the Conservative govern- 
ment came into power Into this prov- 
ince. This act again passed this 
house in 1905, as well as during our 
last session In 1907. 

Disallowed by Ottawa 

And it is hardly necessary for me 
to add, that on every occasion, tliese 
immigration acts iiave been disallow- 
ed by the authorities at Ottawa. (Uear- 
hear). These bills have not been dis- 
allowed on tho ground tliat it was not 
competent for this legislature to pass 
them. The position was not taken, 
and, moreover, it could not have been 
properly taken, that the passage of 
these measures was an unconstitution- 
al act, and if any (luestlon of uncon- 
stitutionality had been involved, it 
was the liounden duty of liis excel- 
lency, the governor general and of liis 
advLfers at Ottawa, lo le^ave to the 
courts the settlen.ent of the (luestiini, 
ivlietlier the passage of these liills w;is 
constilutioiial or not, and lIu that iii;i\' 
the is.-^ue,. Whetlier thesi: luirticuUir 
lulls, whicli are commonly known as 
the Natal act, are wllliin our jurisdic- 
tion or not would have been settled l'<n- 
all time to oo.ne, (Hear-hoar). 

So far, sir, as wo can go In tho way 
of enacting sucji legislation, we havt; 
on live different occasions passed 
these bills through all their stages in 
this house, and In this manner, this 
province and this hou.so, has -demon- 
strated In the clearest iiosslble fash- 
Ion to the eastern legislature, to those, 
who are at the iiresent time in iiowor 
at Ollawa .'ind lo those: who .occupy 
scats ill the Umiiinioii |):irli;mient, 
whether ihey sit in o|)po;;Uioii or on 
tlK- goyernnieiU beiiclie;;, and, I thinli, 
it will be generally agree-d, lhat It is 
tills iiroviiiee, and this i)ro\-iiiee alone, 
whicli is best lltlcd lo cnmt: to :i (](■- 
rdsion uprm this nialti'i'. (Hear-hear). 
That it is the decisive vvisli of the iieci- 
ple of British Columbia,, Wholly irres- 
pective of party,..'that anlact drawn 
along the lines of the Natal act should 
become the law of the land. (Cheers). 
And, It some may bo Inclined- tO' think 
that any question can "bo: raised m 
regard to the people in the cast. Hot 
being tJloroUgllly acquainted with oui- 
views urion this' great Issue. 

What About Commission, 

Wiiat, 1 may ask, about. the commis- 
sion winch was appointed, I think eith- 
er in 1900 or 1901, by Sir Wilfrid 
l.aiirier, to e.xaniine into., andfpreparo 
11 r(:|)ort upon tho subject. These com- 
iiilssloncr,s were: Mr. Clute, who is 
now one of the judges ot the high 
court of justice of the province of On- 
tario; Chrl.s, Fo'ey,' a prominent labor- 
ins man, who on one occasion i Was'lol 
candidate for the House at Ottawa^ 
and who was also a candidate at ah 
election In the city of Vancouver aorac

Mr. Chamberlain's Suggestion. ' : 

But before doing '.so, I will refer to 
the fact that tho celebrated despatch 
of the Risht Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, with rol'erencG to passing tho 
Natal Act, had been received by tho 
authorities at Ottawa. That despatch 
suggested, and in fact .advised, that If 
the people of,, British Columbia were 
not satiafied'j55;wltl»p';the immigration 
laws which ^KistSd? at tiie time, the 
duty was .'throwiflvupoii' the Dominion 
Parliament^ 'its ^thSi?i>yaS% well within 
their jurls(iictl6ri; bf i}assing- such a 
measure as the Natal Act; and if tho 
Right 'Htm. gentleman's suggestion of 
Ijiisslng an act along the lines of the 
Natal act had then been, taken, it 
would imdoubtedly havja'-been'/allowed 
to become law in the DOlhlnion of 
Canada. (Cheers.) , 

Reoorhmend Dominion Act. 
After referring in their report to 
this despatch, which had been sent to 
tho governor-general 'by: the iiight 
lion. Joseph Chamberlain, tho com- 
missioners- go on to say; 

"Tlio commissioners desire to ex- 
press their' eai'nest hope that in the 
eojitinuance of this friendly policy, 
leKislatlort on' Uie 'subject by the Ca- 
nadian government may bo rendered 
necessary. Should, however, a change 
of policy bo adopted in this regard by 
the Japiuiese government, whereby 
Japanese laborers may again be iier- 
mitted to emigrate to Canad.i, the wel- 
fare oT tho province of British Colum- 
bia imperatively demands tiuit elTcc- 
live measures bo adopted to take the 
place of the inhibition now imposed l.\v 
Llie Japanese government. Yourcom- 
niissioner.^ recommend that m that 
event an act bo passed by the Douiin- 
ion government on the linos of wliat 
is known as the Natal act, nvidi^ sulll- 
ciently stringent and effective to ac- 
complish the dedired result." 

What Greater Mandate 
Now, Mr. Speaker, what greater 
mandate, a.^ la matter of fact, could 
tho Dominion government have than 
the report which was laid before them 
by their own commission, which had 
come to this province, gone into the 
wlioie matter thorouglily; considered it 
from every conceivable point, and 
come to the conclusion that if Japan 
allowed jnore of its peoi)le to come 
to this province. It was clearly the 
duty of parliament to see that their 
report and the suggestions which It 
contained were carried Into effect, 
namely,, that tlie Dominion parliament, 
not tlifii parliament sltould apply the 
educational test of the Natal :act, and 
make it the statatory law of thl.^ great 
Dominion. (ChiBSrs.) And ' conse- 
quently it cannot be claimed by the 
political friends of Sir Wilfrid 'lAurier 
and of his government la tJil^ house, 
that there exists any excuse whatever 
for the plea of ignorance upon this 
subject. For on sever^il occasions, as 
is now perfectly clear, it has been 
pointed out, not only by this legh^la- 
ture, but further by the members of 
their own commission, tliat tlicre was 
only one possible way of dealing sat- 
isfactorily with this important ques- 
tion; and that was along the lines of 
the Natal act. (Cheers.) 

But, sir, -what do we lind to bo the 
case? We lind, sir, that notwithstand- 
ing all the information that had been 
received on this subject, notwithstand- 
ing the acts passed by this house, and 
notwithstanding the [report of this 
commission, we tind, sir, that those 
same people, who still control the 
Liberal majority in the Dominion 
house bringing down in the session of 
1907 a treaty which plJilnly set.3 at 
open defiance, not only the solemnly 
expressed wishes of this legislature as 
contained; in acts passed Into law as 
far as It had the po'wer to go, but atlso 
tho report upon thl3 subject of their 
own commission. And if, sir, our seven 
members, wlio were elected in 1S9C to 
represent this province in tho Domin- 
ion parliament had on that critical oc- 
casion done their duty, they would 
have risen in tlieir places in tlio house 
and pointed out to the administration 
and to the members of tho house .gon- 
eraliy that it was ;a fat.'ii mistake in 
the best interests of their constituents 
to pass such a treaty. (Hear, hear.): 
Canada Was Exempted 
There is only one other matter, sir, 
to which I wish to call the attention of 
this house, .and it is a very iieculiar 
circumstance, and it is tills: that this 
treaty was originally negotiated in ' 
1S;M. That is to say, that the imperial I 
government had entered into this 
binding treaty with the government of 
Japan as early as the year 1S'J4, when 
it lieeame a treaty, or law, as far as 
the imperial government and the gov- 
erimiont of Japan wore concerned. 
But, sir, provision was carefully made 
in this solemn agreement cxpres.sly 
exempting this great Dominion of our 
from its operation. (Hear, hear.) Can 
ada, sir, I will repeat, was exriressl; 
exempted in this treaty which was at 
that thne entered into between th 
imperial governinont and the empire of 
Japan (heaij', hear), and for thirteen 
yeats no necessity was perceived, as 
far as Canada and this nation — ^for we 
can fairly call ourselves a nation in 
that sense of the word (hear, hear)— 
fdr altering the condition of affairs. 
And ■Why, sir, I 'will ask, was a change; 
now resolved upon? And I would pur- 
tlcularly like hon. gentlemen opposite 
to explain why this change in policy 
was considered necessary by tlie ad- 
ministration of the day at Ottawa? 
For, sir, I have never yet seen — or 
heard given in pulillc debate— ahy 
good and valid reason why, after thir- 
teen years liad elapsed from tho mak- 
ing of th<; treaty, its terms should at 
that particular junettu'e been m.lde to 
apply to Canada, allowing the Japan-^ 
ese to come fi'cMdy into this eouiilr.v, 
and our citizens to go into their eoun- 
tr.v — .lapan. Indeed, sir, there was on 
the conlrar.N', every reason why this 
treaty should ia)t be brought int(] force. 
As far as tlio east, sir, is ciuicerned 
liie ])eO])U' lliero are not interested in 
this <'lass of immigration; and tliei-e 
was ev(a-,v reason wli.v this treut.\' 
shoulil not i-eceive the ajjproval of and 
be jjassed by the Dominion lioiist.-. 
Remains Dead Letter, 
.li'or 13 years?, sir, it remained a tlead 
letter as far as we are concerned. l''or 
some good reason, and I presume that 
il was on account of this very ()ues- 
tinn of immigration, Canada had been 
expressly exempted from its provi- 
sions. Wc wore left by the Imperial 
government to decide for ourselves 
whether wo would enter into this trea- 
ty or not. And now after 13 years 
had gone by only last year, in 1907, 
the liomlnlon parliament was induced 
by Bir Wilfrid I.ain-ler and his Liberal 
administration to apply the provisions 
of tills treaty to this countr.v — the Do- 
minion of Canada. (Hear, hear). 

It has been suggested, sir, and I am 
not here to say what truth there Is in 
tho statement, in the public pfoss, and 
in public epeeohes, and it may be a fact, 



that at this particular Juncture tho 
Canndian Pacific rail-.vay company 
wanted cheap labor In this country In 
order to complete a portion of their 
road on this coast and to the boundary 
of our- province, and so after thirteen 
years the Dominion parliament con- 
trolled or advised as it is to a great 
extent ■ by that great railway corpora- 
tion, thouglit perhaps, that it was in 
the interests of that corporation, as 
well as of thosii who wish to get cheap 
labor In this country, to bring ahnut 
that consummation in' this particular 
fashion, and at that particular time. 
(Hear, hear). 

Conservative Position. 

But, sir, taking that statement; for 
what it is worth, I hope that the house 
will iiardon me for referring for 
moment to a debate wlilch took place 
in connection with this particular 
treaty. It has been stated, sir, in this 
house, that the Conservative party is 
ciulte as much to blame as tho Liberals 
themselves for tho passage of this 
trcat.v. I am not here, .sir, to make 
excuses, either for the Conservative 
party or for any of the members of it 
In the .Dominion houso for anything 
wlilch they may have said or done 
When that treaty was before them 
except to point out that members of 
the Conservative party wore not then, 
as they are not now, in control of tho 
majoi:lty in tho house of commons at 
Ottawa, and are consequently not re- 
sponslble-for Its legislation. (Cheers). 
And hence, so far as members of tills 
party are concerned, no repon.sibility 
can, in my opinion, be fairly cast upon 
them at all. (Hear, hear). 

Sir Wilfrid's Assurance, 
The excuse, however, which they 
give and I do not really K'now how 
correct it may be, is that they were 
persu;Ldiid to aciiuicsco in the applica- 
tion of the terms of this treaty to Can- 
ada b.y the assurances of tho first 
minister. Sir 'Wilfrid Laiirlcr. In tho 
debate whlcli then took place In the 
house of commons on that qnostioii, it 
was st.ated tliat arrangements had been 
made with Japan that only four of live 
from each of her provinces would ho 
allowed to come to this country, and 
that therefore, its tendency would be 
to co-operate with the sentiment which 
existed on this subject in the province 
o.f British Columbia. I will read from 
tho debates to show the language 
which was used on that occasion by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier to show further 
that the members of the opposition 
then accepted Ills assur.ances that, ns 
ohly four or live Japanese would be 
allowed under the terms of this treaty 
to come to Canada no reason existed 
for apprehcn.slon in Hiis respect. 

On page inoi of Hansard for 190G-7, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes the follow- 
ing statement: 

"At the iiresent time the Japanese 
government do not allow ininiigratlon 
from their own provinces with the ex- 
ception of a very few from each pro- 
vince I think. It. is not -more than four 
or five from each province, that Is all 
that the Japanese allow to leave th» 
empire of Japan and . therefore there 
has practlcdUy 'been no emigration to 
Britlsft Columbia from that country." 
Treatment of Japan. 
Then a little further on Sir Wilfrid 
proceeds to say: 

".Tapan has undergone a revolution, 
ft is no longer a country of Asiatic 
tendencies or Asiatic civilization, it is 
fast becoming a European country, and 
we have a growing iracle with Japan, 
a trade which must be improved and 
wlich will assume in years to come and 
in the very near future, very large pro- 
portions. I want our friends from Brit 
Ish Columbia to remember this that if 
wo are to trade witli Japan we must 
treat Japan as a civilized nation. We 
cannot afford to treat the Japanese 
population with anything like con- 
tempt, we must recognize their value, 
we must recognize that they are allies 
of Great Britain, we must realize that 
they are European and civilized com- 
munity, and if we are to have any 
benelit from the trade we expect to 
have, we must take these facts into 
consideration." 

More Intimate Communication. 
-And then he makes this statement: 
"If 'We aro to build elevators at Van- 
couver, it Is because we expect that 
W(! sli.ail have a trade upon the Pa- 
cific. And if we are to have a trade 
on the Pacific where is tlr.it trade to 
go. To those Asiatic nations I have 
montlo.nod, Japan, India, Cliin.T. 1 do 
not want to prosecute this theme tiny 
furtlier tills evening: the matter must 
come up for discussion again, but I 
would like to liave my hon. friend 
from AVestnilnster (Mr. Kennedy) and 
all the geullcinon from Britlsli Co- 
lumbia, renifinbcr that we are under- 
going a revolution, that conditions are 
not toda.v what they were yesterday 
and that they will not bo tomorrow 
what they are today, but that there 
is a large tendency, an always in- 
creasing tendency, for a more intimate 
communication between the nations of 
the cast and the nations of tho west." 
His Hopes Are Realised 
Sir, the prime minister of Canada'.s 
fondest hopes have been fully real- 
IziHl, as far as more intimate com- 
munication between Japan and this 
province is concerned. (Hear, hear.) 

Now, sir, that was the precise lan- 
guage which was used by .Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier during the session of 1907, 
when in his place in tho House of 
Commons he expressed his strong de- 
sire; for close]' relationships between 
Japan .and this country, whicii in the 
elrciinisl.-inees meant Britl.sli Cnluih- 
bla. (Hear, h(-ar.) Wi; have now this 
t.act brought plainly befoi'e us: that 
notwltlnitandlng tho positive expres- 
sions of opinion, bla-zoned forth by 
the acts, which were from time to 
time passed by this legislature, and 
notwithstanding tho fact that the 
Liberal authorities at Ottawa had 
used the.lr. arbitrary powevs to disal- 
low .these acts,' time in;and time out, 
nevertheless In the session . of the 
House of Commons in i!)Q7 Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier proceeds in the most public 
manner to declare that more liitlraatt- 
relationships .should exiiit . botwoon 
these two countries! (Hear, hear.) 
Sir Wilfrid's' Latest 
And a little later on we find in tho 
Ottav..a i'^ree Press in a speech which 
.Sir Wilfrid Laurier didivored in the 
theatre in the city of Ottawa during 
the ijj'oceedingK of a convention which 
l(;d to the nomination of Mr. J. T. 
Caron by tho Liberal party, we find 
the. first minister na^lcing, l;hlB state- 
ment: ..■■ '.„•..•■' .■ ' 

"As Ottawa people heard Mr. Borden 
here I think I shpuld give/him here 
the answer he deserves," 'added Sir 
Wilfrid, amid loud applause. "Mr, 
Borden got to Vancouver just at tho 
time when a riot .was threiitoned by 
the fact that during the summer some 
thousands of uapancso labore:-s bad 
come to the shores of the province, 
Vnncouvor was In a ferment and Mr, 
Borden was pressed upon by the lotid- 
ors of certain public opinion to state 
what Ills position was on the ques- 
tion. He thouKht at once that there 
was a current of opinion In certain 
directions going against Japanese im- 



migration, and that he would profit 
by It if he declared himself against 
such immigration. 

•'Mi: Borden tried to fortify himself 
by a telegram of mine to Van 
couvor in 189(1," said Sir Wilfrid. ' 
was asked by telegram at the time 
of the general election what would bo 
my attitude as leader of the Liberal 
party on the question of Chinese Ira- 
migration; ' -Thts-. question was new to 
me; i;Whbiliadi^|ijeard of Chinese Im- 
migrati6ri;!?attd.?^h in 
this part>;pf'iVGa,Mda? .; tWKoever, - gavvi 
it a thought?, ■;.NOwbne/,v 4^^^ not then 
prepared' to' express ally 'bplnlon upon 
it, and I replied: 'The views of the 
Liberal party in the west shall be my 
guide on this question.' 

"I have to say this to Mr. Borden," 
emphasized Sir Wilfrid, "that there is 
all tho difference In the world between 
Chinese and Japanese immigration, 
(Applause,) There is all the difference 
in the world for tills reason that His 
Majesty the King has a treaty with 
Japan and that we also have a com- 
mercial treaty with tlie empire of .Ja- 
pan ratified twelve months ago, and 
in which we have great liopes. There- 
fore, these conditions constituto a posi- 
tion with reganl to Japan which does 
not exist so far as China is concerned. 
That is a fact Jlr. Borden should have 
remembered. (Applause.) 

"Six or seven years ago, or after wo 
had been in olHco three or four years, 
the Chinese question became acute 
again in this country," said Sir Wil- 
frid, "and the Jaiianese question com- 
menced to be acute also. We were 
asked by the people of British Clolum- 
bia to pass an ^exclusion law against 
the admission of Cliinese and Japan- 
ese, We had no hesitation in saying 
to them that we saw no reason why 
their request, should not be gratified 
so fa.r as Chinese immigration was 
concerned, but that we could not ap- 
ply to Japan the same treatment that 
was wanted for China. 

"Japan is an ally of ours," declared 
Sir Wilfrid, "and if th(;re was a war in 
the Pacilic in which Great Britain 
might be engagcil wo would have tho 
Japanese licet by the .-iide of the Brit- 
ish lleet. We would not a])ply the law 
of exciiision to llie Japanese, but we 
rocogniie that there is a strong preju- 
dice in the province of British Colum- 
bia among the white populatioTi against 
iili kinds of Oriental population. I say 
prejudice, and 1 s]ieak advisedly. I 
do not want to- speak offensively. I 
know my words will be reported in 
British Ojlumbla, but I speak here the 
same language that 1 would speak 
there if it were my privilege to be 
there. Perhaps ni.v words will be un- 
welcome there, but 1 tell them: 'You 
may have your views upon the ques- 
tion, and you are hostile to tiie immi- 
gration of the Oriental races, I do not 
care for your sentiments, and I be- 
lieve j'ou are making a mistake.' " 
(Applause.) 

Leaders Must Look Ahead. 
"Thcie are your sentiments and lam 
bound to respect them. I want to re- 
spect them, hut whilst I want to re- 
spect them I tell yon that as long as 
and BO far as I have the honor to be 
the adviser of His Excellency tho 
representative of the King in this 
country, never shall I do a thing which 
might endanger the alliance with the 
British crown and the Japanese em- 
pire. (dLoud applause.) 

"It is not sufHcient for any man in 
the position Which t occupy, or which 
Mr.- Borden inspires totocciipyfOaugh- 
tor)Jtd*Wok fctJ'thlngs of the mom'ent, " 
said Sir Wilfrid: "He must' look ahead 
and see what' will b& the consequence 
of his action. Such action as that 
taken by Mr. Borden would be dan 
gerous in the extreme. Yve want tho 
people of British Columbia to under- 
stand that we have an allianco with 
Japan, but there is more. AVe passed 
a commercial treaty because we expect 
to profit by it. We have a growing 
trade witli Jajian. We send ilour from 
Ontario and the West, lumber from 
British Columbia, cattle from Ontario, 
so that it is not only a (luosiitm which 
concerns the interests of Britisli Col- 
umbia, but of tho wliolo of the Cana- 
dian people. It is a Canadian ciues- 
tlon, and it is an Imperial question. 

"This, then, ha.-i led me 10 say of iMr. 
Borden that he acted in a- manner 
which is not only dangerous in the ex- 
treme, but unpatriotic," continued Sir 
Wilfrid. "It will not do for Mr. Bor- 
den to escape all responsibility in the 
position he occupies. The time may 
come when it will be his duty to take 
some position which may seem dan- 
gerous to his popularity,, but no man Is 
worthy of calling himself the leader of 
a party, whether in government or in 
oppo.-3ition. if he is not ready at any 
moment to run the rhsk of losing pop- 
•ilarlty In order to do his duty by his 
country. (Loud applause.) 

Says We're Not Patriotic. 
There is no mistaking, sir, the langu- 
age used by the prime minister. He 
thinks that as far as this great pro- 
vince of British Columbia is concern- 
ed wc aro not patriotic. (Hear, hear) 
And if, sir, we attempt to defend 
ourselves and the sacred rights of our 
own people in this province and Who, 
sir should understand their rights and 
their interests better than- the people 
of Britisli Columbia. (Cheers). Why, 
Kir I'orsooth, we are told by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, the Liberal prime minis- 
ter of the Dominion of Canada, that we 
are unpatriotic, and why? Because 
England luis made an alliance with 
Japan. (Hear, hear). 

Should Have Been No Treaty. 
What, I say, uiuler this head, sir, is 
slmjil.' thi.s, that as far as this treaty 
between Jaiian and Canada is concern- 
ed it slniuld clearly have never been 
entered into, and particularly so In 
view of tlK! state of the labor marlcet 
and of the labor situation in British 
Columbia. (Cheers). . And if, sir, 
that bill had not been brouglit down 
by the Liberal administration at Ot- 
tawa endorsing this treaty and bring- 
ing it into force in this country, we 
would certainly not have found our- 
selves in the position which we occupy 
today. (Cheers). 

Terms of Treaty. 
It Is only necessary to. point to art. 
1 of this treaty and it Is so jplaJn that 
he who rvns.may iond what It means: 
"The Wo high obntl-^cting. parties 
agree that the stipulations of tho 
treaty of commerce and navigation be- 
tween Grofit Britain and Japan signed 
at London on tho ICth day of July, 
l894^ ((!orre3pondlng to the 16th day of 
tho Tth month, of the 27th year of 
Meiji), anfl.Vf>fi"the .supplementary con- 
vention between, .'t C|reat Britain and 
Japan signed at'Tokld Oh the 16th day 
of July, 1895, (correiiponding to the 
16th day of the 7th month of tho 2tSh 
year of Meljl), shall bo applied to tho 
Intercourse commerce and n.avlgation 
between tho Empire of Jajian and 
British Dominion of Canada." 

Now, Mr. Speaker, it Is clear that 
article 1 of this treaty gives to every 
subject of Japan the right to coriie 
Into this country just as freely ap any 
Britisher or anyone else in Ino world 
could do. And all this was resolved 
upon and carried out by the Liberal 
government at Ottawa In tho face of 
the facts,', that this legislature had 



passed the Natal act on five separate 
occasions; that this was well known 
to and had been discussed by the Do- 
miii.'on paa-IIament; that we had de- 
cided in this house upon tills exclusion 
policy; that tho public press of this 
province had taken the same stand 
and with no imcertaln sound; .*fcat 
their own commission had reported Tn 
favor of the passage of some such 
legislation as the Natal act, and o£ the 
letters of Mr. Nosse, the consul-gen- 
eral of Japan in, Montreal, stating 
that the governn?ent V>,;0£ "Japan was 
willing to prohlfaMthe.'immlgration of 
Japanese into Canada! But why were 
these letters written ■ If was felt, at 
the time, when this took place that In 
the Interest of the public aifd of Brit- 
isli Columbia In particular perhaps 
that some guarantee should ? 'be igi'veri 
by the Mikado and the government of 
Japan, that this Immigration should 
cease. Correspondence passed In 1903 
and again in 1904, ' and then the Hon. 
Sydney Fisher was sent on a diploma- 
tic mission to that country. The hon. 
gentlemen had a most marvellous re- 
ception, and was treated .and feted 
v.'ith all the delicacies whicli the mar- 
l;et could afford. And you can. all re- 
member that the Hon. Sydney Fisher 
came hack with the assurance that 
this immign'.ation would cease. But 
as wo well know, it did not cease. 
And now Sir W'ilfrid Laurier tells us 
that we will find largo markets in Ja- 
pan, and also speaks of large ship- 
ments of flour to that country. But 
both these statemontt;, as far as my 
knowledge goes, have their existence 
only in his imagination. (Hear, hear.) 
And I notice with interest that the 
Hon, Mr, Lemleux In his speeches dur- 
ing the debate In the Dominion house 
iast week on this question, admits 
that the task which- he undertook in 
going to Japan on his <nlsslon was not 
so easy as he had expected' It would 
be. (Hear, hear.) 

Brown Man's Country 
Then article 21 shows that this is no 
ordinary treaty, and stipulates that: 
"Tlie treaty shall remain in force for 
the period of twelve years from the 
date it goes Into operation." I have 
no desire wliatever, sir, to draw on my 
imagination, nor do I wish to pose as 
a prophet, but . I ask any ^reasonable, 
man who Is within the sound ' of my 
voice, and I wish In particular to ask 
lion, gentlemen opposite what, In their 
opinion,;: Will the conditions. In this pro- 
vince be at the expiration; of tw.el-ve 
years if the Japanese are allowed * to 
come Into this country at!' the rate at 
which they have been 'arriving on our 
shores during the past month, as well 
as during the past two years. Why., 
sir, if these people continue to come 
into British Columbia at the rate at 
which they have been doing during 
1907, instead of a British country this 
will tnen be a brown mans countr.v — 
through the Influx of Japanese and of 
other Asiatic hordes! («ear,-'hear.) 
Life of Agreement 
Then, sir, there Is another reason 
supplied by the terms of thls. treaty for 
believing that the Liberal government 
at Ottawa has -no-honest desire to 
meet our'wlshps. jFor, In- article 2, we 
find the following provision made: 

"It shall come Into efCoct immedi- 
ately after the exchange of ratifica- 
tions and shall remain in force until 
the exi)lration of six months from the 
day on which one of the high con- 
tracting parties have announced the 
intention of terminating it." 

Advises Keeping Cool 

I further notice, sir, that Sir Y\'l!frid 
Laurier in his speech to the Canadian 
Manufacturers' association, delivered 
In Toronto in September of la.st year, 
took tiie ground that we should not get 
paniclcy on this question and advisi'd 
us to keep cool, because the treaty 
could be abrogated by giving six 
montiis notice. But what did lie dp in 
tho circumstances? Why, sir, public 
oitinlon was so strong upon this sub- 
ject while the Dominion parliament 
was on-the eve of meetingj.that we' find; 
that ah ' drdep-iln^cduncll was passed' 
by the isoveriirnent In connection with 
this subject. 

Why This Panic 
-A.nd if, sir, there was no occasion 
for a panic, as tills treaty could be 
terminated by giving six months' no- 
tice, what reason existed for this show 
of panic on the p.art of the government 
at Ottiawa In bringing down this order 
in council, which was brought down 
under the authority of the immigration 
act and given the effect of law. And 
we are now told by the Hon. Mr. 
Lemleux, tliat this whole question has 
been .settled. It has been settled,. -sir, 
apparently: .by^v passing an .order. In 
council! 'Why, sir,, this question wa'3 
settled before. If we would take as 
alccuriate the assurances which au- 
thorities at Ottawa gave us, and which 
were " given us by the Hon. Sydney 
Fisher, as the result of his mission In 
1903! (Hear, hear.) 

Have tho Correspondence 
Then we had t'he correspondenco 
which i)a.5sed between the government 
at Ott.'iwa and Mr. Nosse at Montreal 
in 1900. Again in 1904, iand again in 
1905, promises and assurances were 
given on the part of tlio Japanes* 
government that they would not per- 
mit of any Japanese immigration into 
this country. But iiotwitlistanding 
this settlement, we saw with out own 
eyes In 1907 how Infinitely easy it was 
for the Japanese to come Into this 
country. Aa Jar, sir, (as the order In 
council Is concerned. It simply amounts 
(o nothing. (Clipers.) ,lt mn.y, sir, be 
a good' pmltlcal' move '"to take such a 
step. But we are here today, sir, to 
deal wdth this important question upon 
our own ground, and in a manner 
which Is perfectly wjthin our juris- 
diction. (Cheers.) For w^' iianhot take 
seriously the utterances of the Xilberal 
government at Ottawa In regard to 
this order in council. 

Cannot Withdraw Bill. 
And it, sir, we withdrew this bill we 
would not be true to the great public 
trust which has been reposed in us by 
the i)eople of this province, who send 
us to this parliament and asked us to 
conduct the country's affairs . to the 
best of our ability, and In the intere.st 
of the large majority of the electorate 
of this great province. (Cheers.) And 
I say that we would not bo true to the 
trust which has been reposed in us by 
the people If we wore to accept this 
order in council as being sufliclent to 
stop these Japanese, or any other im- 
migrants coming to our shores. ' 
Consider Order-in-Council. 
Let us for a moment, sir, consider 
this order in council. It deals with the 
Japanese as well" as with other immi- 
grants. , And I state, here, as a lawyer, 
who ha's'-'gJyen'ij.Boni.f tliought : to the 
matter, that as' far 'as' this order in 
council in its relation to Japanese im- 
migration is concerned, it is not worth 
the paper it Is written on. (Hear, 
hoar.) Japan has now a treaty -with 
Canada, and how can any government 
by merely passing an order-in-councll 
abrogate and repeal a treaty which has 
become tho law of the land. Hear, 
liSar.) There is only one way, sir, In 
which this treaty can bo abrogated, 
and that Is by making a 'dubsequcnt 
treaty with Japan, either abrogating 



this' treaty,: or giving six months' no'i Li-j 
tioe, which has been liiontloned. 
still, these hon. genelemen and thoir'!?,8.1 
newspapers would lead us to believe 
tliat by an order-ln-council, passed in';'jS 
these circumstances, this tide of .lap- 
ane.so immigration can be effectually 
arrested, and the whole question set- 
tled as far as we are concerned. Sure- 
ly those hon. genelemen do not expect 
us to treat their statements seriously ! 
Do they imagine, in view of what wo 
have seen of the assurances of. the 
Dominion goyernment upon this quefS- 
tion .tlnd Of 'what we know of -the way 
in- whlplf the . promises made^in con- 
nection>wlth .thIsVwhole' matter of . Jap- 
anese'';lmm)gnfatlbn5-lhii^^^ 
ed oul,:that we 'c^^ by 
their ^'speeches and ;hj?;ithe,: editorials in 
theiiTrnewspapers tha,tj'?;;';an''if\bi:der-ln- 
ijoiiricll has settled the^ whole 'queBtion! 
What Does It Mean? 
Now, 'dir. what does tills order-ln- 
council really .mean? Why, it applies 
to every nationality, to Norwegians 
and Swedes and Danes and Germans, 
etc., and what Is more, if any persons \ 
f rom ■ aniongi these ; nationalities . wish- 
ed to, co?9e'; to.,,panadft,'."and';;^^^^^^^^^ 
we wanted them In '-fhe -vvofst pbss 
way, in order that they might settle 
in our country, according to the terms 
of this order in council, they must 
first return to their own land. (Hear, 
hear.) I maintain, sir, that the pas- 
sage of this order-in-counell is purely 
a political move! (Cheers.) And, as 
lias already 'Deeri fiointod out by the 
lion, member for Vancouver (Mr. Mac- 
gowan) in his speech during tho do- 
bate on the Address, there was nothinS 
to prevent the Japanese from going 
from tlic Hawaiian islands to Japan, 
and then coming to this iirovinee. 
(Cheers.) 1 think-, sir, that as far as 
i tho oriler-in-council is concerned, it;

I' JAPAN. AND CANADA. 

^j-< In .order , that Colonist readers nmy 
have the fullest opportunity of reach- 
ing a sound coneln.^ion niion the rela- 
tions of .J;ipan to the I")iiiiiinii)n and 
our duty in view of our po.-iitlon as a 
part of the Empire, we reproduce an 
editorial from the Mtontreal Star. Un-"' 
til recently the Star was very strongly 
(."onscrvative; it now i.-^ jnalting a 
praiseworthy and not unsuccessful ef- 
fort to deal with public questions from 
an independent point of view. This 
renders its ob,5i'rrations fpf sijecial in- 
terest. Jt .<ays: 

Tlie st;iteineiU of Hon. .vir. X.,em- 
ieux, following the rejjort of Mr, Mac- 
kenzie King, seems to put the .Japan- 
ese fiuestion into about as satislactory 
II position as tin; country could ho|ie. 
'i'lio .lapanese flovernnient did not 
break faitli. The iiillu.v of .Japanese la- 
bor was due to several eaii.-^i.':,, not one 
of whiidi was in any wa.\- the fault of 
the Jaijunese Government. The two 
' sources of dri.nger arc; ihi; possible 
-.. emptying of the Hawaiian .Tapaneso 
colony into Canada, and tlie direct im- 
portation of contract labor from Ja- 
pan. The Hr.st of these source.-^ Can- 
ada may deal with as drastically as 
she pleases; and the 'second is to be 
specifically closed by- 'th.e Jajjanese 
Government. This leaved ■ nothing ojien 
but the straggling ajjd' casual arrival 
In Canada of Japaneise: rftudents, mer- 
tiliants and others which has never 
created a danger in the past and is 
not in the least likely to do ho in the 
future. 

We could hope for noihing more e,\- 
(duslvo Hlioi-t of tlie right to i)ut op the 
\>M-A entirely .'igainst the .iupanesc, and 
this could never be attempted so long 
an t^lanada jjropo.scs to licep on friend- 
ly and trading terms with tiu! najst 
pi'ugres.sivo iieoplo in the Orient. Just 
how far wo could go in this direction, 
and remain a loyal and responsihle 
section of tlie • liritisli lOmpire, wo 
would not like to ■sa>'. 'IMie llrilisli- 
.lapanesci alliance is the only alliance 
that the liriti.sh C.iovernnient has; and, 
wliilo alliances nr<> ehielly matters of 
business, they gain something In vi- 
tality .and sjiontanelty from sentiment, 
and, KOntlniciit In Japan would not be 
directed in the best coui'se it a Uriti.-li 
Colony were to dlscrlnilnato pointedly 
against tli(; admission of Japanese 
subjects. 

The logical jiosltlon of Japan in this 
•ivhole fiuostlon Is irresistible, e.^jpe'blal- 
ly as ag.'ilnst tlto Americans. TJio Jap- 
*i)aBo wero a very few decade^ ago an 



exclusive people. The American com- 
pelled thcin to open their ports and 
admit foreigners. - This was as dire.ct 
an intervention in the a.rfairs of an- 
other nation as If the .rapanese fleet 
wero to steam into ,San (''ranciseo har- 
bor today and compel the Americans 
to admit Japanese Immigration, Yet 
thesoisame Americans are now — that 
Japiafi i, has awakonedv tO: their rude 
touch-^trylng to keep the.' Japanese;, out 
of the United States. ,:.''It 'id no wprider 
that the government ata-Tdklo thinks 
itself ill-u.sed. As for Britain, she de- 
clares Japan to be fit for an ally and 
opens her Empire to Japanese sub- 
jects on the same terms as British 
subjects; but Canada will only lionor 
the obligation, as far a.s slie is oon- 
corned, under \'ery great restrictions. 

IJnl'ortuuately it is not a matter to 
be settled entirely b>- the laws of logic. 
The laws of nature and of ]iolitleai 
economy intervene. 13ut no jiractlcal 
dilliculty will arise now that Japan 
realizes the situation on this contin- 
ent, and understands that the jieaco 
of the world and the growth of trade 
between the two hemispheres depend 
upon a little wise statesmanship over 
a delicate matter. Mr. Lemleux has 
virtually brought us a request from 
the Japanese Government to continue 
to rely on Its good faith; and if Is 
diftleult,.to see how.-\Ve can do leas. 
That faith has been -kept in the past. 
The conditions which made some peo- 
ple suspect that it was not' being kept 
have been fully explained away. We 
must surely continue then to rely upon 
the word of our ally until that worn 
be proven unreliable. 



THE SENATE 



The fuller reports received by mall 
of the discussion in the House of Com- 
mons relative to Iho Senate, of which 
we had a brief telegi'aphic synopsis iit 
the time, show that a very great dif- 
ference of opinion exists among the 
members as to what changes ought 
to be made in regard to that body. 
The matters discussed Included the 
number of senators, the character of 
senatorial districts, the method of 
selection, the fixing of a definite term, 
the establishment of an age limit and 
the desirability of having a second 
time I chamber of any description. It cannot 
extent the | be said that any member took very

I strong ground against a senate. Sir 
AVlIfrld Laurler's ylews are naturally 
of chief • Interest at the present time, 
and the point upon which ho apiieared 
to iKn'o laid the most stress was that 
the provinces ought to bo cQually rep- 
resented, just as the states are equally 
represented In the Senate of the 
United States. In the in-e-Confedera- 
tion debates much wa.s said upon this 
point,, and in llie Constitution of the 
Senate ati attempt was made to, give 
effect to' It, for which purpose"' Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick wero 
grouped together. .From these two 
provinces twenty-four senators wero 
appointed, that -^is' -twelve^ froni;*, each, 
twenty-four wore named fi'Om Quebec 
and twenty-four from OnttU'lo. The 
number of senators -;-Wf.aS limited to 
seventy-eight, but has slhice bqen in- 
creased. ' Within. a.'few ^yeara tliis plan 
was rendered abortlve.'by the admis- 
sion of Prince Edward's Island and 
liiritish Columbia into the Union and 
the establishment of the provlijce of 
Manitoba. We have now,, two'j more 
provinces, namely Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, or nine in all, so that if there 
is to be a distribution of senators on 
territorial lines tliero will have to bo 
a re-groui3lng of the provinces, unless 
Sir Wilfrid's idea is adopted, which, 
}>y the way, is only a reversion to the 
idea advanced by tliose who opposed 
the adoption of the Quebec scheme, 
which was the basis of the B. N. A. 
Act? But the argument from the 
United States is. one from resemblance, 
not analogs^ The American 'Union 
was a pulitical combination o£ a nuni- 
b(U' of sovereign states, and they 
claimed equal representation in the 
Senate, bcca)use ; In f hat body < wero 
vested certain sovereign rights, such 
as- the power to negotiate treaties. The 
Canadian provinces never w-ero stjve- 
reign. Wc venture to suggest that in 
the century and a quarter, approxi- 
mately, during which the Constitution 
of llie I'l-iited .States has been in oper- 
atinn, there has n.ever [U'isen a case in 
which the rights .of a small state were 
prelected be6«^u,3e of ,lj:s having an 
equal number of senators with a large 
state, any more than in the nearly for- 
ty-one y(?ars tliat have elapsi^d since 
the Inauguration of the Dominion, any 
province has been deprived of its rights 
by reason of the inequality ot sen- 
atorial representation. For these rea- 
sons, and for some others, among them 
the anomaly of permitting a little pro- 
vince like Prince Edward's Island to 
have 11.^ groat a voice in the Senate aa 
i lthcr of such vast provinces as On- 
tario, Quebec, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia, wc are inclined 
to l'av(jr the idea of representation by 
senatorial districts, rather than tlie 
continuation of the provinces,; jis the 
unit of distribution. We cohffess, how- 
ever, to having an open mind on tlio 
subject. 

In regard to the power of appoint- 
ment. Sir ■Wilfrid Ijaurler said that, je 
would bo glad to be relieved oiC" It. 
This may not be anything more than 
a parliamentary "noli mo epL^copari," 
and wo notice that the Premier doo.H 
not appear to have been able to suggest 
any other plan than aijpolntrrient by 
the fh'own, that is by the government 
of the day. Other s]}eakers projiosed 
other methods, such as election by tho 
legislature^, direct election by tho peo- 
ple, the establishment of a non-partl- 
nan apiiointing Ijoard. the conferrlug 
upon Llio opposition of a right to ap- 
point a certain number of senators, 
the distribution of tho appplilting 
power between the goverrimehi, the 
opposition and the legislatures. Aa far 
as the debate lip.d proceeded when It 
was adjourned, nothing jiUo unanmlty 
of sentiment hadj1:^|i||^)>ed on this 
pliasi' of the quostiori. Ih the matter of 
limiting the period ot senatorial of- 
lice to a term of years, there seemed 
to be. a fali'ly goneriil opinion in favor 
of It; but the suggestion of a.n age 
limit met with little suiiport, Tlie de- 



bate lias served to make evident the 
dircicultyi of: the question, which may 
now be fairly considered to be launch- 
ed into active politico .although not In 
any, sense as a party Issue. , , 

THE ESQUIMALT^DOCK. ( 

We are glad to find' tho Times fav- 
oring the improving of the dockage 
facilites at Esqnimalt and to be able 
to say that tlie Uo.ai'd ot Trade has al- 
ready made repre.seiitalions on this 
subject to the Dominion government. 
The propo^l^ls of gre£itv;and pressing 
Impci'ri'atfce ' ifbr ' tTiS reason that no 
matter how soon work may bo under- 
taken or how rapldlj- it may lie pushed 
forward, It will be almost iinpo."siblo 
to have It completed .before, it is likely 
to be required. The siibiect was first 
brought under the notice ot the gov- 
ernment nearly three years ago, but 
we are not advised that any results 
followed. New representations have 
been made. Within a few years there 
win be two and probably three trans- 
continental railways to tho Pacilic 
coast of Canada, and in connection 
with each of these a first-class trans- 
oceanic 'service will be maintained. It 
would apiiear to be very undesirable 
to permit this coast to remain witlioui. 
a dock of sulliclent caiiacity to take 
in the largest shijis likely to be used 
in these waters. As a contribution to 
Imperial defense the construction of 
such a dock would be exceedingly val- 
uable, one might almost .-a;,- oi' incal- 
eul.-ilile value, in case of hostilities. 

Whetiier or not anything further can 
bo done to Impress upon the govern- 
ment the Importance of the propo.sal, 
we do not Itiiow. Wo take it for grant- 
ed that the City Ci.uincil will supple- 
ment any action which the Board of 
Trade has taken, it It Is thought de- 
sirable to do so. It our contemporary 
can suggest any other feasible plan 
of pressing the subject u])Oii the at- 
tention ot the government, wo shall be 
glad to second Its efforts to have It 
adopted. We propose that as many 
citizens ot Victoria and the neighbor- 
ing constituency shall write to thoii' 
representatives in the House of Com- 
mons m'ging earl.N- action. AVe have 
had this matter in mind for some 
time, and have only been waiting for 
the- Tliti^sa -to take the lead, so . that It 
might riotiTbe susijected-thiit ther'^'i^ajs 
any party question involved. 

A CLEARpR VISION 

The vision of the Toronto Globe Is 

growing clearer In regard to the ques- 
tion ot Oriental immigration. Having 
the re:iort of iMr. Mackenzie King bo- 
fore it, our contemporary lias no dif- 
ficulty in accepting as correct the 
.statements advanced- by him and 
drawing Its' owrt conclusions from 
them, although those statements and 
conclusions are not materially differ- 
ent from those presented by the Col- 
onist ai}d to "Which .the Globe took ser- 
ious exception. " 'We quot'e the follow- 
ing from one of its recent editorials: 

Willi customary thoroughness Jlr. 
Mackenzie i'Clng gets at the roots of 
the Asiatic dirtieulty in British Co- 
lumbia. His inquiry show-s that the 
arrivals of Japanese in British Colum- 
bia previous to 1907 were Inconsider- 
able. The whole Japanese population 
of tho Pacific province prior to the ar- 
rivals In the year mentioned did not 
in all probability amount to more than 
7,500 souls, .During 1907 over \8,000 
arrived. About one-half of these pass- 
ed into the United States. While' the 
public mind was disturbed on this 
matter there was a simultapeous and 
unlooked-tor apparition of Hindoos 
and an unsually large arrival of Chi- 
nese. It is little wonder tbat the white 
working classes regarded this ominous 
increase in the arrivals of Asiatics 
witli uncom-ealed hostility. 

A\'e draw attention to the closing 
sentence ot this extract. The Olnbc 
at last is capable oE appreciating, the 
attitude of tho white working classes, 
although a few weeks ago it complain- 
ed tliat the Colonist showed a very 
poor appreciation of journalistic re- 
sponsibility for doing tho same thing. 

The Globe then proceeds to tell us 
what the genesis of the .Japanese in- 
flux. It says: 

Jlr. King analj'ses the evidence laid 
before him as commissioner, and In 
no difficulty in tracing to it.'i true 
causes this siulden Increment of .iai>- 
auese immigration. It Is to be found 
mainly in an arrangement arrived ,-i.t 
lietween the Canadian f.-iclfic railway 
and the Wi.-llinglon Collii-ry coinpa.ny 
with a J;ipancse eomiianj' called the 
KIpiion Sniiply company, whoso main 
business 11 Is to supply .Tapanese la- 
borers to whoever may need them. 

From Mr. King's report we learn 
wliat these contracts were. Tliat with 
the railway comiiany extended over 
a period of five years from June Ist last 
and bound the Supply company to de- 
liver to tho railway company wboro 
indicated "as many competent Ja,iian- 
esc laborers and workmen as nmy bo 
demanded .^^S^ , the, ,, coinpanj;," Tho 
wages -wero to be .'SI. 35 to $1.50 for 
section men, and $l,tit) per day of 10 
hours for extra men. The contract 
with tho Colliery company was to run 
for five years from January la.st, and 
under It the Supply company was to 
furnish ,500 coal miners, 25 common 
laborers, (i moulders, 6 machinists and 
2 carpenters witliin six: inonllis. The 
w;iges ivero to range from Sl.'iO iier 
day to $].ao jier day. LTiidor this con- 
tract 135: ;n^Uiers^,carji0.pu^ taut only 
iO of^'tft'om'- riS^' gdn^''''t6'^^^^t mines. 
Such examination as we have boon 
able to make of Mr. King's report does 
not show how many men were brought 
Into the country under the contract 
with the railway company. 

Our eontemiioi'ai'y also has discov- 
ered that tlie yii|iervision of the Japa- 
nese government over emigration had 
been reljixed ,In other words, Us 
present view of the case is very simi- 
lar indeed to that which tho peoido of 
British Columbia have hold all along, 
and the moral ot the matti;r would 
seem to be that it is Just pos.yible for 
u British Columbia noivapaptfr to luok

|ropportune .;applioation to the proposal 
'[to amend the coasting laws, so as to 

(better protect the interests of Can- 
,'adian and British shipping. The Mon- 
';treal Gazette has very pronounced 
jiviews on one side of the question, and 
,'iwe doubt not that they will /be read 
with special interest in Victoria, where 
a contrary opinion has recently taken 
the form of memorial to the Federal 
government. Says the Gazette: 

For some time there has been in 
Nova Scotia an agitation for the ab- 
rogation of the reciprocal arrangement 
by which rforwegian and certain 
other vessels are admitted to the Can- 
adian coasting trade. Tlie foreigners, 
It was claimed, were taking the trade 
away from Canadian ships, and Can- 
adian ship building is declining. Tho 
Uvo thlng-s — the decline in shipbuild- 
ing and the presence of Norsemen in 
the coasting trade— have really noth- 
ing to do wltb each other. Canadian 
ship building for ocean traffic Is de- 
clining because the day of large wood- 
en sailing vesael.s is gone and, go far 
as this country is concerned, that of 
building steel steamships has not be- 
gun, and may hardly be exiiected to 
begin rf>r years yet. The order will 
not cau,?e a single wooden .'diiii to he 
put on the stocks, and may hardly he 
expected to advance by a day the time 
when steel ones will be built for tlir; 
coal trade, ■\vlik-h will bo cliiofly af- 
fected by the new conditions; arid ii 
will bo affected unfavorably. The 
Norwegians have obtained a consider- 
able part of the coal carrying busi- 
ness because they have' ships suited 
for the. trade, and because thoy are 
capable seamen and businesslike in 
their dealings. It is notable in the con- 
nection also that most of them have 
been engaged by tlie fonipauic.s which 
have put most Canadian registered 
vessels on tho service, anil iia\-e done 
most to develop the coal liMslncss, 
When the Norwegians go, it will not 
be Canadian built vessels that vvlll 
take their place. The chief elTect of 
the order will be to put the men behind 
the coal trade t.i some inconveiilonre 
and expense. If there were an.v busi- 
ness men in the guvernmen't they 
would have .'^een this. 

Because of a, recent debate in the 
Conimon.s, the question of Senate re- 
;fo,r)n. Is, just now being very widely 
dl'sctissed' in " regatd to the Upjier 
Chamber. Tho Montreal Star, how- 
ever, advances an idea, which, wo 
fancy, is a valuable contribution to the 
question. It says: 

11 tho Senate Is to be continued, what 
It need.'? is more authority — not loss, 
It should be brought nearer to tho 
fountain head of power— the people — 
rather than fenced farlher away from 
It. The present system of appfilnt- 
ment by the Cabinet has pr;ictically 
broken down, largely hecau'se the 
Cabinets wo have had have lacked 
the courage to carry out tho plans of 
the maker.s of Confederation, and call 
to the Senate men of Senatorial ca- 
pacity and weight without too much 
regard to party. Some other method 
of selection must be found. But If, 
the Senate Is to exist tilt all as a sep- ! 
airato House, It must certainly have 
some other source of authority than 
the membc-rs of the Commons. 



A certain ofTiclal starter of the 
Jockey Club tells this tale of a ehar- 
asterlstic Idiot who, Icnowlng nothing 
of horses, assumed an exhaustive 
knowledge of them.

Some diihcult}- has arisen respecting 
French co-operation, so far as tho 
cycling • events are concerned, in tho 
Olympic games to be held this year In 
London. To understand the position, 
says the Dally JTelegraiih, it is neces- 
sary to remember thtt these Olympic 
games belonij? to a cycle which was be- 
gun in 1896 at Athens, under the 
auspices of tho International Olympic 
committee, which had been appointed 
St an International Athletic congress 
held in Parl.s. That committee decides 
the places where tho games shall suc- 
cessively be held, and accordingly at 
a sitting In Atlien.s In 1908 it invited 
the British assoeiation to liold the 
Olympic games of 1908 In London. The 
contests will therefore be b.eld under 
the auspices of the International Olym- 
pic committee. 'J.'he British association 
proceeded to ask the members of the 
International Olympic committee each 
to form In his own country a national 
committee to proipolie the partlcipathm 
of bis countrymen Jn the games of 
London. Committees have been form- 
ed in nearly all the civilized countries 
of the world. But a French union of 
atlik.'iie societies de(. lines to recog- 
nr/.o the French commlttpo so ajijioint- 
e.i, and claims that it and its alViliated 
soclolios should manage the I'Vench 
p,-n-t cif the business without the inter- 
position of tho (oiiiniiUc-f above re- 
ferred to.

LIGHTING PLANT NOW 
WOBKEDTa CAPACITY 

Continued Growth in System 
Will Necessitate Addition-" 
alPoWieri: 



According to the annual report of 
Matthew liutchinson, superintendent 
of the city lighting department, the 
px'osont plant will soon have to be in 
creased if the city continAes to grow 
kni any further Increase of Importance 
jnade in the street lighting system. 
iVlr. Hutchinson's report which has 
been compiled; for, ,tna ...information of 
Wie city council m' deals, exhaustively; 
with the work of? ijie'plartt' during the 
year just endidpi-.'The- report Is as 
follows:^*:. 1 . ■ ■ 

I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report having reference to the 
workings of the electric lighting sys- 
tem during the past year and dealing 
generally with the present condition 
and suggestions for improvement to 
the power plant ociuipment. 
' The work of the lighting station be- 
ing of a routine nature there is noth- 
ing of particular importance to report 
except that the plant ' has operated 
throughout the past^y,ear. without a 
hitch and is at present in good opera- 
tive condition. 

The present power generating equip- 
ment was Installed In year ISOSi, the 
capacity fit same being sufliclent to 
meet the demands then existing and 
allowing B. margin of approximately 
100 horao power In engine for exten- 
sion of the system. Since the time 
of installation above mentioned addi- 
tional street lights have been .Installed 
from time to time until the- number 
has Increased from 210 to 350, the lat- 
ter being the nupiber of lamps In ser- 
vice at present. . "The margin of capa- 
city In en^ne power has been fairly 
well taken up. It would be possible 
to add further load on engine, but as 
the system is entirely dependent upon 
the one engine, it would, in my opinion, 
bo advisable to avoid loading to full 
capacity, p.articularly as the shafting 
and coui)!ings are not very heavy, ■for 
the work required of them. 

Tlie present condition of the various 
sections of the system. Is as follows: 
Boilers 

Tho boiler plant consists of four 
return tubular boilers, the total rated 
horso power being 320. 

These boilers are In thorough good 
condition, there being no signs of de- 
terioration, either internal or external. 
Tho capacity of plant Is such that am- 
ple steam furnkshed, and by resorting 
to tlio use of higher grade fuel, it 
would he possible to furnish' power 
much in excess of present require- 
ments. 

Boiler Settings 

Those are in defective condition and 
will require to. be rebuilt at earliest op- 
portunity. It will bo necessary to sus- 
pend the operation of plant to allow 
of this work being done. 

Feed Water Heaters 

During the past year an entire new 
svstcm for boating of feed watei- was 
installed. Tho new apparatus is ex- 
tremely effective, and has removed a 
great deal of the difllculty formerly ex- 
perienced in holding- steady steam. 
The temperature:, of water' ctlt.erlng 
boilers is 210 degrees; previous to the 
Installation of tlie new apparatus 100 
degrees was rarely exceeded. Tho re- 
.sults obtained from the change has 
been very satis£EU:1;<}ry. " 

Engine 

During the month of August last 
advantage was taken of the brief sus- 
jienslon of operation to malto a thor- 
ough inspection of the internal parts 
of engine, and I am pleased to bo able 
to report that every part was found to 
he In remarkably good condition, there 
being no signs of undue wear or de- 
fects of anjjjdnd. 

Dynamos 

, No additions 'having been made to 
this section during the year, the equip- 
ment remains as reported in my an- 
nual report of 1906. The dynamos are 
in good condition. The new alternat- 
ing current dynamo Installed in iflOG 
continues to operate in a highly satis- 
factory manner. 

Circuits. 

With the installation of tlie new 
type of lamps using alternating cur- 
rent it was found that the inductive 
effect was sufficient to .seriously in- 
terfere with the operation of the tele- 
phone service, and to remedy tho in- 
terference, it wap found necessary to 
remove the street lighting circuits to 
a new location, which involved con- 
siderable construction worlt- being 
done. The following extensions to 
circuits and extra lamps were Installed 
during the year: 

Kdmonton road and Howard street, 
Mary and 'WUson streets, Davie 'street 
(Oalc Bay district). Pandora and Ca- 
mosun streets, Oawegj and Ontario, 
.lubliee avenue, McClure and Colllnson 
streets, Phoenix Place, Milne and 
Stanley avenue, Belcher and Vancou- 
ver .s'treets, Wallace and Park strets, 
Vancouver and Fort streets, Meats 
street botwcen Quadra and Vancou- 
ver streets, Mcars street above Cook 
strool, L'arborr\- Cardens, Gorge road 
;ind J3unedin .street, Richmond and 
Cowan avoiuics, St, Lawrence and 
Lad.vsmlth ;i\-cnue, 11111 and ]<^irst 
streets, Kdu'ard and Rus.sell, Beechy 
.street. North and Ridge road, Wilson 
and St. Catherine. Total number of 
lamps installed, 23. 

Lamps. 

Of the 350 street lamps at present 
In operhtlon, 150 are of new typo, and 
are giving very s.atlsfactory service, 
the balance are of open type. These 
have been disca.rdcd In the eastern 
cities, tho service rendered being un- 
satl.sfactor.v, the chief defect being 
unsteadines.s in burning, objectionable 
sluulows cast and high cost of at- 
tendance. The lamps in use; in the 
Sjirlng lUdgo and Work Kstato dis- 
tricts aio liicaji.able of giving satisfac- 
tory results. These were Installed 
about 1S!)0, ii.nd being of the I'ack-feed 
type, the wear and tear of years of 
service lias rendered same unreliable. 
To secure first-class service it is nec- 
essary to use the best lamp obtain- 
able, as no aniotmt of care oxercl.sed at 
the power plant can secure satisfac- 
tory results from a t.vpo of lamp de- 
fective in design or conBtructiqn, 
■ Qeheral."' 

The matter which in my opinion is 
ot foremost importance us affecting 
the future operations of tho street 
lighting department is tlie necessity 
of adding additional power generating 
captieity. The amount of jiower now 
generated being only ;i fraction ot 
wlTit eventually ivlll be required to 
furnish ample and satlsfactor.v light- 
ing service for the mileage of streets 
included within tlio city limits. I 
would respectfully advise thiit before 
any steps arc taken in the way of 
supplementing tho present equipment, 
that full conijiacratiou bo given to the 



matter . '.ot , securing ^and-; ' developing 
w'}^er power for generating power 
electrically, same to . , have capacity 
Bufflciont to meet the demands result- 
ing from tho- general growth of the 
city by following the above plan. It 
would allow of. all future improve- 
ments being carried otit in a perma- 
nent manner, tlie development being 
carried out gradually, each improve- 
ment undertaken forming part of a 
predetermined eonipleted plan for 
street lighting. Given a plant oper- 
ated by means of water power and 
circuits equipped with tho long-burn- 
ing iamps, it would be possible to 
treble the number of street lights at 
present in use witlioiit any material 
increase in present staif employed. All 
other costs of operation could also be 
considerably reduced. In developing 
a new source for generating water 
power tlie nature of the service to be 
supplied affects ; the; . cp?t;:of the un- 
dertakliig. Fortunately: atirept lighting 
service''t3 simpile toSdiBali'wlth, as tho 
maklmuirt'aemarid'-vfor^ takes 
piaceiTduriiig' theHvet'M thus the 
rieoesstty ' of prbYldIng large capacity 
is to a large' extent' '.'obyiated. I would 
respectfully recommend this Import- 
ant matver t¥ the council of 1908 for 
consideration. 

Improvements to the Service. 

I would respectfully recommend that 
instead of undertalting new installa- 
tion and oxtenaionS during the year, 
an effort bo made to,irempye.a.t least 
ttfty of the older type. a'amps and re- 
place same. with the . more . ,naodern 
type. This :wouid;,rasti}ti4n' .flying sat- 
isfactory service to a large section of 
the city from which .coniplaints are 
at present reoeivedi ,,And in carrying 
out this, lmpr6vonliBnl;!.dll apparatus 
purchased wouli^ hef'^of auoh type as to 
operate satisfactorily M'a, part of any 
project for power inoi:ease. To con- 
tinue using obsolete style lamps is a 
decided loss and far from satisfactory 
to all concerned. 

I would u\£0 recommend that a per- 
manent lineman bo employed. Very 
slight extra expense would be In- 
curred as in the past. The employ- 
ment of linemen at Intervals for ex- 
tensions and repairs has averaged 
about six months of the year. By car- 
rying out the above suggestion a sys- 
tematic inspection of circuits could 
bo made, and in the event of line 
breakage repairs could be more quick- 
ly made, as a lineman constantly cni- 
p'loved on therlines,-TW.QUld become ,fa-

TOURIST ASSOCIATION 
ASKS YEARLY GRANT 

City Council Hears Deputation 
— Annual Financial State- 
menl^Submitted' 



The Sikh.s resident In Victoria have, 
through their rcpreHCntativc, requested 
the Colonist to announce that tliey do 
not want any gifts of charity and that 
no one Is authorized to solicit or re- 
ceive any donations, for them. This 
request Is prompted by a notice which 
appeared in the press on Monday 
acknowledging gifts given to G. D. 
Kumar to the amouht of $15. 

The Sikhs say, and wish the public 
to clearly understand, that tliey do not 
ask and are not in need of any charity, 
and as a matter of fact have not re- 
ceived any benefit from any donations 
already subscribed. They take the posi- 
tion that they have sufficient money 
to supply all their wants, and that they 
are worlcers who are at all times able 
to supply those wants. Should any in- 
dividual among their number through 
sickness or misfortune be in reduced 
circumstances, lil.s compatriots say 
they are able and willing to take care 
of him until sucii time as lie is able 
to take care of liimself. This, tliey suy 
they have always done In the past, and 
proijose to continue to do In the future. 

In this connection the dltference be- 
tween the various Indian races must 
be reiiieinbered, and it app.ears to be 
one of tho chief grievances of the local 
Sikh community that the pub- 
lic unwittingly confounds with 
tlie others. The Indian com- 
munity In Victoria and vicinity 
amounts now to nearly two hun- 
dred, of whom slightly over a hundred 
are Slkhs. These men are easily re- 
cognizable by their tall stature and in- 
dependent bearing. Most of them, 
tliough not all, weSr beards. The 
majority of the local Sikhs come from 
Lahore, in the province of Punjaub, the 
remainder from the town of Jalandar. 
'rj-.i latter town, though also in the 
I' unjaub, is on the plains near tlio 
frontier of the province and is Inhabit- 
ed by a mixed race. The representa- 
tives from this city who are In Vic- 
toria are mostly Hindoos, while the 
men from Lahore arel pure Sikhs. Tho 
Sikh scorns to toeg, .while the Hindu 
thinks It is a perfectly proper way of 
making a living when other trades fail. 
G. D. Kumar, It may toe stated on good 
authority, is not ■& Sikh, as he claimed 
to be during the recent case tried bo- 
fore Judge Jay, of the small debts 
court. 

The Sikhs while grateful to the char- 
Ita'bly disposed who have made contri- 
butions, say these aro not needed. A 
number have recently been put out of 
work by the closing of some of the 
mills, but nearly all have had more or 
less steady employment until lately, and 
in any event there is plont.v of money 
among them to take care of all. Tho 
only complaint tlicy have is tho diffi- 
culty of getting house accommodation 
which they aro able and willing to pay 
for. They say tlioy are obliged to 
crowd into tlio few houses they can get 
in order to got shelter, and should not 
bo iblamed for conditions for which 
they are not resi)on.siblo. They say, 
too, that there l.s no distress either 
among the illiidus of tlie Indian coni- 
niunily, and tliat absolutely no reason 
exists for appeals to p.ubllc charity. 
They consider thata vyholly unwarrant- 
ed stigma has ibeeh' thiis put upon 
them.

Scalloped Sweet Potatoes 

Cut boiled sweet potatoc.? into slices 
across, and arrange in a baking pan 
with salt, pepper and a sprinkling of 
sugar; moisten each layer with white 
sauce; brown in the oven. 

Fricassee of Lamb 

For a fricassee of lamb get two 
pounds of breast of lamb at ton cents 
a pound, have it cut in small pieces, 
put it in a saucepan with an onion out 
in ■.slices. Cover the lamb with hot 
water, and let it cook slowly till quite 
lender. Then add two potatoes cut 
it slices, and half a small can of 
French peas. Season well with salt and 
paprika. Let the whole cook till the 
potatoc; ai'o done. Then thicken with 
a heaping tablespoonful of flour dis- 
solved in water and serve. This 
fricassee is delicious and very nourlah- 
ing. 

Delicious Raisin Cake. 

One cup of sugar, one-half cup of 
butter, well beaten together, one-half 
cup of sweet iiallk, three eggs, leaving' 
out the whites of two for filling, two 
cups of flour, two teaspoons of baking 
powder. Bake in la.yers. Filling — 
Chop fine one cup of seeded raisins, 
boil one and a quarter cups of sugar 
wILIi as much water as will di.^olve it, 
boil until it will string, pour slowly 
over beaten whites, stir until cool, add 

Cabbage Salad. 

Chop or shave fine half a medium 
sized head of cabbage that has been 
left in cold water until crisp, then 
drain. Season with salt and pepper; 
pour over it a drcsslnjr made in thi.s 
way: iieat tluj yolks of two eggs, aild 
two tablespoons of melted butter .-.ind 
beat again; add two tablespoons of 
thick aour cream, two tablespoons , of 
.■lugar, a .sprinkle of mustard and half 
cup of vinegar. Heat until tliorouK'i'V 
mixed, pour over the eubbage and turn 
liglitly until uniformly Hea.joncd. 



HERE AIJID THERE 

From an excellent paper read by 
Dr. A; A. Cleveland before the Wash- 
ington Educational association on the 
"Dissipations of Our Scliool Ohil- 
dron" is selected the following para- 
graph on children's reading, which ap- 
plies to school here as well as fn 
AVaahington: 

"Reading is not ordinarily regarded 
as dissijiation. In fact we may say 
that it is generally regarded as the 
best sort of employment, and teach- 
cr.s are told that one of their import- 
ant, duties is to aid pupils to form the 
nuidiug habit. And yet a little inves- 
tigation or a few moments' reflection 
will convince us that reading is one 
of the most common forms of dissipa- 
tion. AV'o will ■ ot course admit that 
pupils should bo encouraged to do 
nuich reading and given the oppor- 
tunity to do it, but it should bo di- 
rected and not haphazard r(^'iding of 
anything at any time regardless of 
duties left undone. This is not put- 
ting it too strongly for \vc find that 
the children road much trashy mat- 
ter such as sentimental newspapers, 
cheap novels, magazine stories and in 
many instances the lurid and hlood- 
curdling 5 and 10-cent deteotlyo story 
and that such reading often takes 
precedence over moro Important tasks. 
The fascinating story lingers in mind, 
banishing other thoughts in accord- 
ance with, ohe of the laws ofiour 
mental' life, and often' Impelling the 
pupil to put ?islde school or other work 
or to practice the deception of retir- 
ing for the night and then reading for 
hours. As has been said, much of 
the reading matter is not only not 
worth the time and ent'i'gy devoted to 
it but it is i)Osltively harmful and in 
addition, by acting as a distracting 
Influence, consumes mucli moro lime 
than is actually given to it and makes 
otlier work or beneficial recreation 
out of the question." 

* » * 

The Saturday Review in a some- 
what sarcastic article asserts that it 
is usual for ail cliarltable Institutions 
to be hopelessly in debt, 'it says: 

"It has been stated on good avithor- 
ity that Dr. Barnardo at iiis death left 
a debt of about a quarter of a million 
on the Boys' Homes that boar his 
name. Barnardo was one of the best 
examples of what wo may call (\iaing 
the term in a laudatory sehso) profes- 
sional pliilanthropists: for.; not onlv 
did he give up his life to liis work, but 
lie brought to bear upon it great In- 
tellectu.al power and the practical 
quality of method. "Yet he left a debt 
of some £250,000, and It is said that 
his end was hastened by pecimiary 
worry. We should not wonder, for 
though the debt was not personal, 
presumably, as In the case of other 
debts, interest and pajrmenta of prln- 
cial had to be attended to. 

That such a wise and' beneficent, 
charity as that of .Dr. ^mardo 'was 
allowed to suffer from lack of funds. 
Is not creditable to the British public. 

It is rarely that in the same person, 
is combined the loving heart which 
prompts the effort to assist his fellows 
and the clear brain wTilch can ensure 
that income and expenditure balance 

Where the Income la so fluctuating 
as it is in most institutions, which 
depend on the voluntary gifts of peo- 
ple of all classes, it is very hard for 
the most able business man or woman 
to provide for a growing expenditure. 

Those who like Dr. Barnardo give 
their all for the good of their follows 
are deserving of all honor. 

It may be' questioned whether many 
institutions which are now left to be 
supported by voluntary effort should 
not be undertaken by the government. 
Such misfortunes as ore unavoidable 
might well be relieved by the whole 
people. Those who have a passion 
for service would then be able to re- 
lieve d/istress witU'out , incurring tlie 
burden and anxiety of delit. 

Mr. McPliillips, in introducing .an 
act for the protection of factory em- 
ployees, is .acting upon tlie presum))- 
tion that, "an ounce of prcn'oiilion is 
worth IX pound of cure." Briti.-h (;.)1- 
umbia is not vot a great manulacttu-- 
ing comtTninity. There has not been, 
even m tho."o that are establislie.il. as 
great danger ot overcrowding as is tlie 
case in largo cities. It is well that in- 
stead of allowing evils to grow up and 
then abolishing them, they 'should be 
rendered impossible in the factories tu 
bo eslablislied ui this p'rovlnce-

Tiiey have left a brcakfost pre- 
par<'d; tliey have arranged, perhaps, 
Willi a neighbor to have the children 
called in time for school. The mother's 
mind follows these childreh all day. 
Wlien school closes, what are they do- 
lug'.' Where have they been? -\Vith 
wlioin '.' Aro tliey near home. Havo 
thev been hurt'f Every age brings its 
own danger to the tenement iwmso 
child, and the tenement house mother 
knows it and works fully conscious of 
what may come to her childreh ; in 
their freedom. 

Recently ;i ■\'oimg mother, forced, hy 
the d(-atli of her husband to. support 
her two children, one of kindergarten 
age, secured work that gave her tho 
morning hours' till 10,30. She con.sid- 
ered hefsijlf -.ifortunate. She could 
give her. children their breakfast, .send 
them to school In time, and by gettnu 
up parly, do; her housework before she 
started for work. 

' "Yos, I'm fortunate," she commontod.. 
Clinching her hand.s around her knees, 
she looked into Uie writer's face with 
evos burning with horror.

The total earnings ' from operations 
for the year were $146;738,21S, of which 
$95,738,073 came' from tlie freight ser- 
vice, $45,730,052 from passenger service, 
and $5,2Gfl,4S3 from other souixes. The 
earnings from freight service involved 
hauling G3, 806, 1.15 tons, .from which a 
revenue of ?i)4,995,087 was received, and 
to which was added $742,091 from stocic 
yards, elevators, etc., maljlng a total of 
$95,738,079. . 

Perliaps thu most valuable element of 
novelty in connection -tvlth tho new rail- 
way' .statlHtlcs is the Information relat- 
in.'j to average earnings per passengKr 
per mile, and tlie average earning per 
ton per mile. 

Witli respect to passenger r.ites, re- 
turns wore received from 68 out of SO 
operating railways. The average rev- 
enue per passenger per mile for these 
68 lines was 2.863 cents. For example, 
four railways, wliose passenger service 
represents 71.11 per cent, of., ttie total 
for tho year, return a rate of 2.070 cents. 
Wltli regard to freight rates, 68 out of 
84 cpcrating lines reported, and the av- 
erage rate per ton per mile was .S.655 
cents. Taking the five principal rail- 
ways, wltli- freight earnings of ■ more 
than $1,000,000 eacli and •representing 
7:1 per cent, of the total, the average 
charge per ton per mile is given as .702 
cents. 

Electric Bailwaya 

The electric railway Interests of the 
Dominion made satisfactory progroH.s 
during the year. The paid-up capital 
wns inci'eiised by $11,337,505, bringing 
the total amount up to $75,195,475. The 
mileage, liowevor, remained almost sta- 
tionary, .and stands at S14.5;i. The gro.ss 
earning were $t2,G.'?0,430, sliowing a bet- 
terment of $l,66;i,!)59 over the iircceding 
year. The operating expenses, which 
aggregated $7,737,251, were larger liy 
$1,002,214, leaving a favorable balance of 
$4,971,624. The proportions of opera,t- 
ing expenses to gross earnings was 61.25 
wliieli must be regarded as highly en- 
couraging. The total number of pas- 
senger.'^ carried was a78i999,404, a gain 
of 30,344, o.lO ovor'1906. Tho growth of 
street railway traffic Is a striking Illus- 
tration of tlie ready recognition accord- 
ed to tran.sportation facilities.

IMio bulk of 
the pelts sent from Victoria did riot 
\reach the London inarlcet in time for 
■the mid-December Kales at which it 
has been the custom in past years to 
Offer them to the buyers who go to 
Ijondon from near and far. 'J'lioso 
lliat liad reached the market wore 
Witlihcid, it bcmy: feared tiiat the fin- 
ancial depression, then at its lieight 
in the United Slates, would effect tlio 
]*rice. Those skins offered, though, 
brought -a price equal with that of the 
previous December, an average of 
?:;i.5b', which was ?3 per skin lower 
than the record price of 1005. 

Tlie Bering sea skins, loss tlian 3,000, 
brought the highest prices, from 
eighty to ninety shllliiigs, approxi- 
mately from S20 to $22.50. The coast 
skins sold lower. The cost of getting 
the sealskins tliis season was unusual 
ly high. Tlie supply, too, was 
smaller than any catch sent from tliks 
port, and the Japanese catch was the 
highest on record. The highest prices 
ever reall/!ed for sealskins tal%en in 
Bering sea by the local sealers were 
secured in 1905 when 13,000 skins were 
sold in London, the average price then 
being between $24 .and $25, and the

Now that 
the ship -is., taking., wheat,ishe needs no 
ballast. ' About 450 tons of the ore 
vvhich'had been carried in the ship for 
over two years, were still In her when 
she arrived here. Capt. Campbell op 
ened negotiations for its sale but' no- 
body wanted It at a figure which 'Would 
pay to ship it. The only alternative 
was to dump it Into deep water like 
ordinary sand or gravel ballast. 

In Q-reat Britain, Capt. Campbell 
says, the ore would sell from $7 to $8 
per ton. The ore Is high grade, run- 
ning ,ftom; .60 to 66 per cent. ihon. 
However,' on .the Sound there is no 
market for this kind of ore as there are 
no iron smelters and so the Castor had 
to throw It away.

For niuiiy years It lias been the 
habit of United States writers to 
blame tho pelagic scaler for the di- 
minution of the Bering sea seal herds. 
Prof. Henry -VV. Elliott, of Cleveland, 
Oliio, a United States government ex- 
pert, sent some years ago to the Prl- 
byloff Islands to make investigations 
regarding the seals, in a criticism of 
tho recent official report issued by 
the agents of tho United States gov- 
ernment at the seal Islands, lays the 
blame of what he calls "the land 
butchers" — the lessees of the rockeries 
who pay a royalty to the federal gov- 
ernment of tlio United States for per- 
mission to liill 15,000 seals yearly. The 
writer quotes the following from tho 
annual report of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor: 

"The Pribilof Islands, the home of 
the fur seal, were sun'ounded this 
summer by a fleet of approximately 
fifty pelagic schooners, all of which 
were actively engaged In taking seaia 
in the water. ... 

"The fleet was composed, approxi- 
mately, of thir|y-flve schobiiers under 
the JTapahese flag and fifteen schoon- 
ers from British Columbia. . . . 

"As tho result of this pelagic ac- 
tivity, which is hardly more than a 
repetition of former years, tho breed- 
ing females in the Pribilof herd, which 
form tho bulk of the schooners' 
catches, have been reduced to approx- 
imately 50,000. This reduestion'proni- 
Iseti a speedy commercial exflnction of 
this valuable animal." 

Prof. Elliott, after disputing the 
above, goes on to say: ""SVith regard 
to the land killing on the seal Islands 
last Euminer, the secretary of com- 
niercG and labor has this to say: 

"The (tuota of 15,000 skins was ob- 
tained on both islands before the legal 
end of tho season, and It is estimated 
that had scaling been carried on until 
uly 31, at least 1,500 more skins could 
have been secured." (p. 53.) 

"With all regard for the secrctar.v, 
I desire to say that in this Important 
matter, the secretary lias lieen im- 
pc'sed ujioii. The facts in regard to 
this land killing by tjio lessees last 
sc;,3on are ;i.s follows: 

'On St. Paul island — At the very 
ofiening of the s,eason it was- said by 
ttio natives 'that-.v'seaj«-ifwere sflU: lack- 
ing molfumbfeti «s iij»im5a,ted'--«Wtb ■ the 
poor 3>i6wirig of>^latsii,y©ax>"by thb ftiid- 
dle of July and within- two vireeks of 
ti e close of. this 'iegttl ^^son,' 1. e., 
August 1, the , oatclt Vt'as 2,0.00 seals, 
sh^rt .©f the same .catch at this ittoo.; 
last year, and Lembkey admitted that 
Oie full quota (13,000) could not bo 
taken .fjpom St. PauT this year, even 
with the 'food skins' of 1900 included. 

'•Tlie agent of tho lessees then said 
that they had not killed so close on 
St. George at any timu and that they 
could get the deficiency over there. 

"On St. George — So word was giv- 
en to kill e-\'erything on .St. George, 
July IG, that came up even to the 
'runty' yearlings as well as the 'oye- 
pla.sters.' This order was also given 
to the butchers on St. Paul earlier in 
July. 

"The result was that COO 'runts' and 
'eyeplasters' in addition to the 2,000 
skins apportioned from St. George for 
1907, wore secured over there by tho 
1st of August. This excess of GOO 
'runt' skins added to the St. Paul 
catcli brought up the total for both 
islands plus the 2,,S0O or 3,000 '1900 
-food skins,' to l'l,9C.l skins taken in 
this way on tiie seal islands during 
August and November, 190C, and May 
and .luly 31, 1907. 

"This catch above described, tlius 
greedily t;iken on the seal islands lost 
summer (1907) \vas duly advertised 
by the Icssoes for tlie London sales to 
be held December 17, 1907, but at the 
last moment, and only a day or two 
before that sale, this entire Island 
catcl^ of 1907 was withdrawn and 
'held over' for next year! Why? Be- 
cause that enormous, percentage of 
'runt' and 'dyeplaster' skins ' in it, 
would have aroused unhappy comment 
and would have mafte a- slump in tlio 
prices obtained as contrasted with 
those obtained In 1906. 

"Then, again In Januar>% " 1902,, i 
prepared a- table for the ways and 
means committee," in which I tabulated 
year by year, the progress of decline 
which our fur seal herd would suffer 
under existing rules and regulations 
if unchecked ;.'vit the close of 1907, I 
predicted the collapse of the young 
nittlo life on the Pribilof Islands (see 
p. 4, report ways and means commit- 
tee, June 2, 1902). If that f-,ondon sale 
of this catch on these Islands last 
Humnior had been held, my prediction 
of 1902 would have been verified to 
tlio letter, 

"In short, tliose land butchers have 
drained during last season, the very 
dregs of this seal life on those islands 
which they can take, and at the same 
time have concealed that fact from 
tho departmont of commerce and la- 
bor; thus do the land and the .sea 
butchers iiiiito in tliis infamous work 
and succeed,, even thougli tlioy are 
public enemies, and of that kind, the 
very Worst,',' .

occults AT ESQUIMALT 

■Body of Young Hindu Was 
Burned on , FraS'3r Street 
Yesterday ' 



■. 'i:The second Hindu cremation within 
^ B'.'COupIe of weelcs toolc place on Fra- 
! aer street, Bsquimalt, when the body 
of Oudoo Singh waa carried to a burn- 
ing ghat. Following- the black veneer- 
p.d hearse of W. B. Smith's undertaU- 
Ing parlors, a little band of Silths 
marched to^i'-ard Ksqulmalt. At the 
foot of Frasev street, in a cutting 
among the pines, cordwood had been 
piled, and they were taking the body 
af their dead fellow countryman to the 
pyre which was to convei't him to 
ashes. One boarded Punjaubi, a griz- 
5!led old man, with torn military uni- 
t'orin, carried a large tin of Icero-sene, 
another parcels of butter; all wended 
tlieir way through the mud unevenly, 
slowly, sadly, in disordered procession. 
It was not a long cortege. There VVere 
but seventeen of them carrying otit 
the iast rites that. the priests of those 
faraway gilded temples -.of Iiahore had 
■ taught them in the heated land over- 
S'Seag,- 

:•■ The utidertdker assisted' them to 
.' carry the wicker basket that held Ou 
;';doo Slngh'.s c'orpse into a clumi) of 
buslica near the street-end, clo.se to 
where it joined the sea. Tlu'rc. hidden 
l.iy the undergrowth from prying e\'e.M, 
t he Siltlis laid out the body on a Idan- 
kot. One hurried to a nearby bou.se 
for water — he had carrlod a l)ueket 
from the city for tlilr, purpose— and 
with soap and water they wa.sbed the 
dead thoroughly. Then the dead man 
wa.s coated with butter, swathed with 
s;roaae and wrai^ped in white iinen, 
which completely covered tlio body. 

Meanwhile .some of the men liad 
piled up a ghat. The cordwood was 
laid in lengths and built up across, 
making a pyre three feet high. 'J'o this 
the body was brouglit, five or six men 
carrying the limp, white bundle. They 
laid it reverently upon the wood, pileid 
more sticks upon it, and then a blanket 
was spread on the grass nearby. • 

An old Sikh kicked loose his western 
boots, and with bare feet crossed, sank 
down .at the top of the blariket. Oth- 
I ^Ts squatted about him, all With brown 
hands clasped. • The old man read, 
chanting 'solemnly from the book of 
.the '■eastern!' gods for some minutes, all 
bowing" their heads mournfully. The 
, chanting ended, and with a chorus of 
the mourners rose, clapped their liands, 
posed for a moment or two silently, 
and then the quiet suddenly gave 
place to a jangling. One man had put 
match to paper. Several cUustered 
about, ligliting twigs, and then the 
whole knelt alaout the ghat, igniting 
the kindling and dried leaves'the'y had 
piled at the four corners. 

Slowly the smoke arose, then a 
tongue of flame.- A big pad of butter 
had been laid on the chest. It melted 
and ran as the flames spread. A big- 
ger pul'f of curling smoke rose among

The largest salilng ship In the 
world, the German five-masted bark 
R. C. Rickmers. first of her Jiinfl to 

be equipped with auxiliary engines, is 
at Tacoma to load wheat for -the 
United Kingdom, a voyage which will 
earn her $.')7,G00. 

The Rickmor.^ was completed at the 
Brenierhaveii yards in the spring of 
190G and since her lirst voyage in 
April, 1900, her career at sea has been 
closely followed by the shipping jour- 
nals of the world. This interest is due 
not only to the fact that she is the 
largest sailer a(lo.-it but more to re- 
cord tlie feasibility of equipping so 
large a sailing ve.-;sel -with au.xillary 
power. i\[ariners enthusiasticaliy pro- 
nounced her a distinct success. 

The Kickiiiers has a gross tonnage 
of 5,54S tons. She is a live-mast steel 
vessel, 410 feet in length, (53.6 feet 
beam and 30.4 feet deptl}. She Js three 
feet longer than the German, five- 
mast bai'k Preussen and three feet 
deeper,' yet her net tannage Is 69 tons 
less. This is accounted for by the 
space deducted for her engines. Al- 
tliough .the Preussen has generally 
been spoken of as the largest sailing 
vessel in the world, the Ricltmers is 
really the larger of the two. The -vcs- 
.sel at present hias a crew of "- 'seventy 
men. Including a party Of ctidets of 
the Belgian marine.

Tlie Iileutenant-Oovernor'B Poiltion 

Sir — The facts surrounding the eX' 
traordlnary course of Lieutenant-Qovor' 
nor Dunsnuilr in refusing assent to and 
reservlnn: the Bowser Natal Bill lust ses 
slon ari^at hist fully known, and we arc 
in a position to place llie onus of the 
proceeding where it undoubtedly bd- 
longs. Divesting,.' the !-«,MCon8tltutlonal 
question respecting theMeserving of a 
provincial bill from aU«!^theV/%cob'<vebs 
spun about it by taxt-booR \ writers 
and political spenUers, LSventuw to state 
the 'true constitutional IffW or principles 
to 1)0 as follows: / 

1. British Columbia Has' within,' the 
limits of the -!B,N.'A.!-Aot' fiiU'. responsible 
government. 

2. The lileutenant-Governor is a cog 
in the wheel of responsible government. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor being an 
appointee of the Governor-General of 
Canada (as advised by his executive 
council) is responsible to his appointor 
to carry out instructions given him by 
the latter, and in each case ho is to act 
as a federal officer only. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor is re- 
HpDi.slble tlirough his selected ministers 
to the people of the Province for evi'ry 
act he does upon tliolr advice (other 
than as a federal officer), beeause the 
people through tlicir representatives or 
their votes at the polls can signify their 
approval or dissent and in tlie latter 
case he l.s compelled to seek and carry 
out tlie advlci? of ministers In unison 
witli the |)eoiiIe'.s views. 

4. The I,ic;utenaiit-Governor, wlille of 
course, endowed with the physical pow- 
er to act In the case in question on his 
own Initiative will and desire, can only 
do so constitutionally either by Instruc- 
tions from Ills appointor and superior 
officer, the Governor-Genural, or upon 
the advice of his ministers. To act oth- 
erwise Is to act unoonstltutlonaUy, and 
as an antoorat or IrresponBilile dictator. 

n. In case of conflict between In- 
structions as a federal officer and the 
advice of his ministers Ills instructions 
certainly when special would ajipear to 
ho paramount because his dismissal 
could be nuide instantly and a succes- 
sor appointed who would obey tlieni. 
Therefore if for patriotic or other good 
reasons not prepared to obey, he should 
instantly resign. When he acts as a fed- 
eral officer only and against the auvloe 
of his ministers the latter need not re- 
sign. 

(!. The reserving of a bill has fal- 
len Into dlsuetude and should never 
be done except upon the explicit ad- 
vice of ministers . or upon special 
Instructions from the Governor-Gen- 
eral, and therefore for some very 
extraordinary reasons. In practic- 
ally al! cases where tlie federal govern- 
ment desires nullification it will prefer 
to act by disallov,-ance and give its 
rea.sons therefor to the people. 

Let us apply these principles to the 
facts. The Premiers of Canada and of 
the Province liave both, spoken, .and no 
doubt the truth. Premier JMcBride In 
I)Ublic meetings for months and on the 
floor of the I-Iouso has said he did not 
advise, 1. e., become responsible for the 
Governor reserving the bill. - He has, 
because the Governor could not come 
and do It, explained in what capacity, 
namely as a federal officer only, the 
Governor undertook to act. The Pre- 
mier was not, is not bound In sucli cdse 
to defend the Governor's act; ho may 
disapprove of it and join in a protest to 
the federal government against Its di- 
recting its officer to do ns he did. Tliat 
Premier McBride'-s stateniont may be 
accepted follows from the fact that Gov- 
ernor Dunsmuir, who must know what 
his premier lias publicly stated in and 
out of the House, lias never corrected 
or objected to the statements. I-Io vir- 
tually admits he acted solely as a fed- 
eral officer. On the otlier hand. Pre- 
mier Laurier deciares the Governor 
had In this instance, no Instructions lo 
.act as sucb solely. Not a document iiro- 
duced shows any such Instructions. Pre- 
mier JIcBrido supposed the Governor 
was acting as a federal officer, Hon.

ocean-goiiig career on April 22, 1906 
proceeding from Bremerhaven to New 
Yorli. Taking the latter city as her 
port of departure, she made a round 
trip voyage to two eastern ports and 
two ports in Europe. Then she com- 
pleted the .uitward run to San Pedro. 
She had been at sea 295 days, and 
during that time sailed or steamed 4!),- 
059 miles, an average of 1G9.G miles per 
d.ay. Then she covered the distance 
to Australia, and thence went to San 
Francisco, whence she came to Taco- 
ma. Altliou.gh she has only been alloat 
tor a short period, nearly 40,000 tons 
of cargo have been handled. Nothing 
couUl reliect more credit botli on the 
captain and the sliip. 

The first pas.-jage of the snip from 
N'ew ^.'nrk to Saigon was made in tlie 
excellont time of eigiity-three days. 
Even lietter than that was .a voyage 
made from Hamburg to San Pedro. 
Thi.=5 \-oyage, of course, necessitated, 
the rounding of Cape Horn. The trip, 
too, was made at the most unfavor- 
able season of the year, but it was 
completed in ninety-seven days. This 
accomplishment In Itself demonstratea 
conclusively that at times the auxU- 
lar.\- engines are of great value fnget- 
ting the ship through the water. Tho 
exact distance covered was 861 miles. 
Tho average ;speed was 163 miles per 
day, or 6.8 miles per hour. Of the 
total distance covered, 10,357 mi\es 
were made under full sail, the time 
thus consumed being, a trifle over 
sixty days, or an average of 172.25 
milc-s lier day, or 7.18 miles per hour.. 
\\'ith the propeller going, 5,504 miles 
weru Hteamed in a trifle over thirty- 
seven days, an average speed of 148.0 
miles per d;i.v, or C.2 miles per liour. 
It i.s iiiaiiil>- by comparison that one 
well i judges of a vessel's iierformance, and 
])]>y- I In this respect it may be mentioned 
that the average dui-,-ition of the voy- 
ages of some sixty sailing vessels 
ivhich have arrived ;U North Pacific 
ports during the past year from tlie 
I.Triited Kiiigdoni or continent has been 
155 days. The ])assago of the R. C. 
Rickmers in ninety- four days from the 
channel to .San Pedro compares, there- 
fore, most favorably with the purely 
sailing- records of 155 d.ays. 

The R. C. Rickmers is only a trifle 
larger than the big German ship 
Preussen and a comparison of two re- 
cent voyages between the two vessels 
is interesting. The Preussen took 
elglity-four days to sail from Cuxhav- 
en to Valparaiso, while the Rlcknmors 
completed her voyage to tlie North 
Paclllo in ninety-seven days. Consid- 
ering that the voyage to .San I'edro is 
about 5,000 miles longer than the pas- 
.sago to Valparaiso, the time taken by 
tho auMiliary ship can certainly be 
considered as eminently satisfactory 
and is duo in a very great degree tt 
her heljiful engines and screw.

per cotit, should over bo borno in mind, 
not to spcalx of the many other arti- 
eles wliich Canada can supply her witn 
Kucli as oatmeal and oatK, lumber and 
])\ilp, lead, copper, asliestos. alumlnnin, 
leatlier and- hides, butter, cheese, llsh. 
"hor'aes,. cattle, canned milic cainieu 
fruits, wool, bacon, aKricuUural Iniple- 
ments and machinery ot all kinds. \yo 
may not as vet liavc derived from tiio 
treaty suoli advantages as were :i,ntici- 
pated, altliou^-li our exports to Japan 
have arit-en from nothln.g to the halt 
million dollar mark in a very slioi-t 
time, but the completion of the Grand 
Tr'ink I'aciflc, the increase of trans- 
portation facilities, with cheaper rates 
than the existing ones, cannot fall, 
especially in tlie case of our cereal trade, 
trade, to bo produce of most satisfactory 
results.!' - , 

Deprecates Poll Tax. 
'{ And then tlie Hon. Mr. Lomieux pro- 
iceeds to say: 

"On the other liand would Canada 
impose upon the Japanese a poll tax 
of $500? This is practically exclusion, 
and it is contrary to our policy, in so 
far as the Japanese are concerned. It 
would bo resented and rightly so as a 
most unfriendly act by Japan, great 
nation whicli admittedly,' during the 
last half century, has risen to ^a^ high 
level of civilization and has become 
one of the world's greatest powers." 
Mackenzie King Inquiry. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, we had in Van- 
couver an enquiry into this wliole 
question, presided over by a very able 
'gentleman, Mr. Mac!-:cni:ie King, and 
the result ot.that, commission has Iieen 

■ brought down to the Dominion house, 

the shape of an extensive roiiort, in 
' whicli lio advi.ses tlie Dominion govern- 
ment to do certain things in connec- 
tion witii the matter of Japanese im- 
migration, and seems to admit as well 
as othor.s who have ooiiio here tliat in 
view of the evidence submitted a very 
.wrong state of things lias grown up in 
this province on account of this very 
Asiatic Immigration. (Hear, hear). 

Now, sir, we have seen what the 
views Of Hon. Mr. Lemioux are on 
this subject, and we liave alivays 
Icnown wliat the views of Sir "Wilfrid 
Laurler are as far as the Chinese are 
concerned, having been quite willing 
to. meet the suggestions of the com 
mission and impose a tax of $500 i 
head upon the.se people; but we have 
found that as far as the Japanese are 
concerned he will do absolutely, no- 
thing. (Hear, hear). 

AVhile we find Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
declaration that it is unpatriotic for us 
to take* the iiosition wo now take and 
have long t.aken upon tills issue, ap- 
I>Uiuded by the hon. member for "^'aJe, 
and particularly in view ot tlie fact 
as lie protends that lie has settled it 
1ft a satisfactory manner. 

Will They Take Advice 

Mr. Bowser then asked whether the 
Ijiberal.s of this province intended to 
take ilie advice ■\vhicii h:id been re- 
cently tendered them by the rejiresen- 
tative of Vancouver in the Dominion 
liousc, and referring to the question of 
imperial interests as being affected 
hy the iiriiposed action of this house, 
declared in the most positive manner, 
tliat, as' had Been shown long ago, 
there was nothing whatever in this 
jiretenslon and the very fact, that 
(he Right. Hon. Josepli Chamberlain, 
had in his famous ilesoatch, advised 
the passage of mea.sures along the 
linos of the Natal act, <,lfarly proved 
that there was nothing whatever In 
this claim. Moreover, the house woulil 
at once proceed to follow tlie excellent 
advice wiilch had been given hy the 
distinguished member for i:^iriuiiiHha ni. 
(C'licers). And it was furHier vlear, 
from the course pursueil by the Im- 
perial govcrniiieiit in iT'^ard te tlie 
jiasslng of similar acts In tlie other 
colonics, that If tlie legislation, which 
liad been passed in this iiouse had not 
been disallowed or not jiermltted to 
' come into force the Imperial govern- 
ment would never have lij any way. 
Interfered with it. (Cheers). 

How Other Colonies Act 

Tlio legislature of Natal, thinking 
lliat their priwious measure ujiim tills 
sniijeot liaii not l)eeii drastic eno^l^;ll. 
iiad brought down and passed a .stil* 
severer measure, whleh had not been 
disallowed b\- the Imperial authorities. 
(Clieers.) New Zealand and Australia 
liad taken similar effective action, and 
their legislation also had not bgen dis- 
allowed. (Cheers.) -Again, General 
Hotha on the very first day of the. ses- 
sion of the Transvaal parliament, had 
brougnt down a bill deiallng with the 
<iuestWn of Oriental Immigration; nof 
liad the Colonial office Interfered with 
this legislature. (Cheers.) Hon. 
gentlemen opposite, as well as every 
other member of the house, well knew 
that the Imperial ' govornment would 
not interfere in the slightest degree, 
even if they passed more dra.^tlc legis- 
lation lliaii was ccmtoniplated in tlie 
measure before toe house, were it al- 
lowed to become law. (Cheers.) And 
Wh.at right, in tlii'so circiiiiistances. 
had the Dominion gn\-erninent to lire 
vent the constltutioiialit;,- or this Ic-^is- 
latioii, ir this wen- finest ioned, beln.v 
settled in the courts; and to talu? thi; 
position that Imperial Interests were 
in danger, (Hear, hear.) 

Australian Feaiing . . 

In or^ler to shpw the.^feeUrigron this 
aues^lorf' {IrtV^Aufftr^ tffe 
followlhg''quotn:tl6n" fi-m^^ the 'S'ydhey 
Herald:

.gravity of the problem, and appreciates 
tho great dlffloultlcs which it ca'jacs 
the Imperial govornment, but declares, 
"It might as well as plainly understood 
in England once fcr all, that, at what- 
ever cost, the Commonwealth will per- 
.sistently adhere to the Ideal of a white 
Australia. If thci Mother Country's 
protection is withdrawn, Australia might 
or might, hot^.be able . to. assert herself, 
but ; we'^'shouldairiaUoKtMSi'attetnpt while 
Australia keeps' one of the. finest 
stretches of the world's surface for the 
British race, which Is tho greati^st' .serv- 
ice wliiMeid' we can conceive ourselves 
capable. ■ Uepresentiitlve citi/.ens regard 
the controversy as enforcing urgent 
need of a sound system of self-defense 
in order that tlie Cominonv.-eaith may be 
able to assume responsibility for our 
own policy, should British rulers, mis- 
understanding coloniul motii'cs, decline 
to support a white Australia. 

Not so Extreme Here. 
Now, no one thought of going to this 
extreme In this country, nor bad there 
been any suggestion in public debate, 
or in the utterances of any public 
man in tlie way of threatening to 
leavo the protection of tlie British flag 
on account of this or of any other 
question. (Cheers.) But they merely 
and ciilmly said this: that if the Do- 
minion government treated this legis- 
lation in tlio manner In which the 
Imperial government treats similar 
legislation, when passed by other col- 
onies, the legislation ot this house 
upon this subject would be allowed to 
become the law of the land. (Cheers.) 
Respects to Duncan Ross. 
iMr. Bowser then proceeded to notice 
certain statements made by Duncan 
Rus.s ill the .Dominion house in regard 
to hi'hiself. Mr. Ro.^s had charged Iilm 
witli having deceived the electorate 
through statements he had made in 
tho Victoria theatre In this city on the 
night prior to the last elections. He 
had, however, made these statements 
on tlie 'authority of a very prominent 
member of the Liberal party in Van- 
couver, and whose name he could not 
give, as this publlclity would bring 
down upon his informant tho coneen- 
tratQd and mullgnant ejxmity of, and 
ruin him for life among his own polit- 
ical friend^. (Hear, hear.) 

Nor had he the vanity to think that his 
utterances on tliat occasion bad re- 
sulted in an overwhelming victory for 
the Conservative party. Tho real fact 
was, the lion, the leader of the ojipos- 
ition was well aware that the Liberals 
were tho:roughly beaten from the very 
flrst day, on which they began their 
campaign. (Cheers).- Throughout the 
stress of that wiiolo jieriod tlio only 
question that' remained to be .decided, 
was how large tho majority of the 
(Conservatives was going to. be. 
(Cheers). 

G. T. P. and Japanese 
He now wished to refer to tho report 
of I\Ir. Mackenzie King, and to corres- 
pondence which had passed in connec- 
tion with the Grand Trunk Paciric 
Railway company, and read the fol- 
lowing letter: 

"Grand Trunk Pacific Hallway, 
"Vancouver, December 10, 1900. 
"Jlr. S. Gotch. Japanese, Vancouver, 
B. C. 

"Dear Sir — ^Making reply to your ver- 
bal inquiry of recent date upon the suh- 
.iect of Japanese' labor for general and 
i-allway work in Northern British Co- 
lumbia, I would say 5,000 men will un- 
doubtedly be required should they ap- 
ply In reasonable numbers, and there 
is no doubt that all such men cansc- 
cure a remuneration of $1.50 per day. 

"There would not be any difficulty in 
securing 5,000 acres of land in British 
Columbia for cultivation at not to e.teei'd 
$12 per acre and upon reasonab'" tonus, 
but not for speculation. 

"There could not be .any objection to 
giving an exclusive right to supply Ja- 
panese labor re(iuirea, so far as was 
legal, as soon as a company demon- 
strated its ability to perform such an 
undertaking, and so long as good labor 
and acceptable citizens la numbers re- 
i|uircd were furnishod, and that you 
could control their actions as law-abid- 
ing people or remove them, and every- 
thing was done as required. Yours truly, 
("Signed) B. G. RUSSBLL." 

Ample Justification 

What more was required to show 
that lie had been amply justllied in 
making the statements in question, 
and the .position which had boon 
taken up by the hon. gentlemen op- 
posite In respect to "this matter, show- 
ed in tho clearest possible manner 
to what dire straits they wore driven. 
(Clicers.) 

No Connection With C. P. R. Contract 
Then, in resi)cct to the remarks in 
which D. Boss had recently reflected 
upon liim in the house of commons at 
Ottav.'a, he certaini.y thouglit that he 
had alread.\' denied their accuracy in 
a manner wliich enuld not be brouglit 
into question. lie bad had nothing 
whatever to do v.'ith drawing the C. P. 
R. contract, whicli had been instanced; 
and there was not the slightest found- 
ation for the scurrilous attacks that 
had been directed against him by this 
man — Duncan Ros.5. (Cheers.) 

He liad in his lianda the original 
C. P. R. contract which was in ques- 
tion, and which it appeared had been 
copied from a contract entered into 
on the part of the Nortlioru Pacinc 
Railway company in the State of 
W'ashlngton. And he now, as a public 
man, standing In this house of parlia- 
ment, and upon his word of honor, de- 
clared that on Saturday last he had 
seen this original .contract for tlie 
tirst time in ids life. (Cheers.) And 
Ills firm liad iiad nothing whatever in 
any way whatever with the draught- 
ing of ;t. (Cheers.) 

And to show to what straits his op- 
ponents in this house had been driven 
recourse had been had to tlie wires In 
order to have this mim, 4,000 miles dls- 
tnat, make this scurrilous and wholly 
unwarranted attack upon him. (Hear, 
hear.) ^ 

Mr. Macdonald Disclaims 
Mr, .Macdonaiil: We knew nothing 
ahuut this statt^ment ot liiincan Ross 
until We saw it in this house. I be- 
lieve that hon. tho attorney-general 
knew of it before we did. I hope that 
he will withdraw the statement. 

Hon. ^Ir. Bowser: I will accept the 
statcineni id' the lion, the leader of 
tho opposition, and retr.-u.'t what I 
have said. But Duncan lioss was In 
the halilt of making such stal'oiK-nts 
in tho House of Commons, and it was 
just such an attack on the member 
for Kings ,N. B., that had led lo 
tlie celebrated speech about wine, 
women and graft, which had already 
ilriven one minister from office ami 
threatened three others. (Hear, hoar.) 
Challenges Ross 
But, further, ho challenged this man 
either to retract or prove his charges. 
(Cheers.) And he was trupared to 
meet him anywhere, whether in Van- 
couver iir in Grciaiwood, or a i^' where 
v\:u\ (Cheers.) Aiul lie would lake 
especially good care to meet him on 
tlie same pliitforiii during the Do- 
minion camiiaign, and si'C that ho 
(Ross) I'ltlier made a public mid siif- 
ficii'iil n^raction or elso made gnoil 
his eliai;;es. (C'licers.) As a public 
man to whom his public reputation 
was most dear (clieers) lie was not 
content to remain silent uiulor these 
unwarranted, and scurrilous attacks,

Question of Constitutionality 

Jlr. Bowser then touched upon tho 
question which had been raised in 
respect to the unconstitutionality of 
tills legislation, and observed that if 
proper pressure was brought to bear 
upon tlie Dominion government, as 
must finally be found to bo tibsolutely 
neciissary in the circumstances of thu 
case, it miglit well be that before the 
next general election the six months' 
notice might be given under article 2 
of the- treaty with J,apan, in which 
evx'iit this Natal act would be in force 
and v.'ould become law. (Cheer.s.) In 
this situation, he asked tho house to 
pass this bill, and die trusted that on 
this occasion the authorities at Ot- 
tawa would not attempt to interfere 
with it in the way of disallowance, 
but would if Its unconstitutionality 
was seriously pressed on their be- 
half, leave the matter to be determin- 
ed by tho courts. (Cheers.) 

The unhappy occurrences, wliich had 
taken i>lace in this country during tlie 
past year, and which they all deeply 
deplored, showed, however, and very 
plainly, the strong feeling that existed 
in this province, upon this great ques- 
tion, and he trusted that this fact 
would not be lost sight of at Ottawa. 
(Hear-hcar. 

Promises to Enforce It 

If the proposed legislation were al- 
lowed to come Into force, he promised 
faithfully, as far as he .was concerned, 
that In his position as attorney gener- 
al, he would do everything in Its power 
to bring about its strict enforcement, 
from tho day on which assent was 
given to it. (Cheers). And if it be- 
came law, this country would remain 
the kind of country they so frequently 
wished it to remain — a white man's 
country — and be Icept for the descen- 
dants of the Celt, tho Anglo-Saxon 
and tlie Norman. (Cheers). 

Tlio national Idea was to have here 
one nation contined to no class, or 
race, or creed, and he firmly believed, 
that it would iilways remain what it 
now was — one of the Jirightest and 
fairest iiarts of tho Illustrious 33m- 
pire to which we had tlie honor, at 
present, to belong. (Groat cheers). 
Mr. Oliver Follows 

John Oliver, (Delta) followed tho 
attorney general. He stated that when 
that gentleman had gone back and 
traced the dealings of the Liberals at 
Ottawa he might have gone bade a 
little farther and followed the history 
of previous administrations upon the 
question of Oriental Immigration. He 
might have gone back to 30 odd years 
ago, when n 3rlti3h Columbia member 
sioou upon the Jloor of parliament and 
advocated tho exclusion of all immi- 
grants whose hair was more than 5 
inches long. Since then there has been 
a constant agitation upon this qiies- 
tion. 

The attorney general had occupied 
most of the afternoon In showing, as 
ho Imagined, the shortcomings of the 
Ottawa government. Most of the 
speeches on this subject had been 
made not with the idea that they 
would lead to tho exclusion of the 
(Orientals, but rather to serve as cam- 
paign literature directed against the 
Liberal government. How did the rec- 
ord of the Liberal government com- 
pare with that of their predecessors 
tlic Conservatives'.' 

In 1S83 there was an influx of 
Chinese by the tens of thousands, not 
to work upon the G. T. P. but upon 
tho C. P. R. and a commission had 
after much agitation been appointed 
to report thereon. T^e Gons*>Tvative 
government thought that .the situation 
would be met by the imposition of a 
head tax ot $50. For tho II years 
which followed nothing was done by 
the Conservati\'es to exclude them. 

Hon, ilichtird McBi'lde — "Nor hy the 
Liberals, either," 

Mr. Oliver — "During most of this 
time the Conservatives were in power 
with an overwhelming majority." 
What Liberals Did 

Mr. Oliver in continuing contrasted 
tills with the action of the Liberals. 
After they came in power they raised 
the he.ad tax on Chinese to $500. 

The attorney general had endeavored 
to cast discredit upon :\lr. Lemieux's 
mission. In tiie report of IMaclcenzlo 
King's commission it was established 
that Japan had restricted the immi- 
gration of her subjects. I'Yom 1900 
lo ItJOt; while the restrictions were in 
force, the immigration of the Japan- 
ese was only about 300 a year. 

The attorney general iiad referred 
to tho fact that when the treaty with 
Japan was before parliament, only one 
member. Mr. Kennedy, from New 
Westminster, had raised a protest. 
The attorney general was endeavoring 
to create tiie idea that the Liberal 
government alone were responsible for 
the ratification of the treaty. 'Wliat 
had the Conservative members done 
to protest against its passing'.' In the 
debate of January 15, 11)07, tlie only 
part taken by Mr. Borden in tho de- 
bate had licen to ask a question as 
to the value of the Jajianesc yon. 
While the attorney general was en- 
deavoring to make u party ciuestion 
of tlie matter, the records showed that 
the Conservative leader in the Domin- 
ion house had never raised the ques- 
tion of Jaiiaiiose immigration. 

When Act Was in Force 

Mr. Oliver referred at some length 
to the actions of the ofllcial.-i of the 
present government when for a few 
months an act of the nature of the 
present bill was in fon^e. .Several 
gentlei;icn had been ajipointed justices 
of the iioaco and they had simply con- 
stituted tliemselves agents to assist 
the Japanese In evading the regula- 
tions. A comnalttee of, the house had 
been appolnteia to investigate the mat- 
ter. 

Hon Richard McBrlde — "Yes and my 
hon. friend was a member of tliat i:oni- 
iniltce, and the " 

.Mr. Oliver — "I was not a member 
of that committee." 

Hon. Richard McBride-;-"Well,.' niy 
hbii,' friend' was' very 'active in the 
matter and on that committee there 
wore a numhei' ot" Liberals and the 
unanimmis report of that committee 
was lli.al the government was In no 
wise to lilame and' that the law was 
observed." 

Mr. Oliver in continuing stated that 
tli<> trade in assisting the Japanese to 
land In detiance of the law grow so 
keen that tho .lust Ices nf the peace en- 
gaged In it began, to cut rates, and 



there actually were what his labor 
friends would call "scabs" who worked 
for less than the ordinary wage. Some

Mr. Thom9oh-Ti'''Who'waSi the^man in

Ratification of Treaty. 

In continuing, Mr. Oliver said the .at- 
torney-general had endeavored to cast 
blame upon the Liberal menihera for 
not objecting to the ratlflcatlon of the 
treaty. He was not in sympathy with 
thein there. But what had the Con- 
servatives done to prevent that treaty's 
passing'? Had any communications 
passed between Ibis government and 
the Conservatives at Ottawa with re- 
gard to tho treaty's ratification? 

The attorney-general was of . the op- 
inion that tho abfbgatlo'n. of the treaty 
should be demanded.'^ "He himself be- 
lieved' that It was ppsslblo to buy the 
advantageis lri'''trade^ etc., too dearl.N-, 
and If the DAriflrilon' were to^gain Ja- 
panese trade at thO' price of British 
Columbia becoming: la ' Japanese pro- 
vince he believed that the price would 
be too great. . But he >dld not believe 
thfit there was thls^danfeer. ■ He be- 
lieved that the Japanese were prepari^d 
to live up to the tertins- of .their agree- 
ment, r. 

He again referred to the report of 
Mackenzie King, which had shown that 
there was no reflection upon the good 
faith of tho Japanese government. The 
great inflmc of Japanese, according to 
that report, had been brought about 
through the activities' of the political 
I'riends of his friends, tho govern 
ment. 

AVhy should the attornej'-general b 
loath to trust to the word of the Ja 
panose government? When Japan had 
reached a place among tho nations 
where she was esteerned worthy of an 
alliance with Groat Britain, this pro- 
vince could at least give consideration 
to her assurances. 

What iliras 'tl?e position of the Con 
servatlves at Ottawa? The Conserva- 
tive goVe.rnment had taken the position 
that the 'Dotnlnlon should bo in a posi 
Hon -to abrogate the treaty. The Otta 
wa government was In that position by 
giving six months' notice. > ' ' ' 
Dominion" Act Would Stand. 

The attorney-general had pointed put 
that Queensland, Natal and other col- 
onies had passed similar acts and tliat 
these had not been disallowed. But 
the Dominion had not enacted thi 
Natal act. Dld/iit do so he did not 
believe for a second that it would be 
disallowed, Why did not the friends 
of the attorney-general clamor of the 
endctment of this act at Ottawa? 

Hon. Mr. Bowser— -"Why did tho Ot- 
tawa government disallow these acts'?" 

Mr. Oliver — "For the reasons men- 
tioned at tho time." 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — "Koi- Imperial 
reasons, I suppose?" 

Japanese and G.T.P. 

TJxe member for. Delta In continuing 
said the attorney-general had en- 
deavored to makfe 'the housa-. believe 
that the govornmStDf at Ottawa '^uld, 
under- a sectlon..Q£ithiBUFeaty 4jmg in 
Japanese to work upoii the G.T.P. 

That' was an Inniiiehdo worthy of tlic 
attorney-genera.l. again referred 

to the statement of 'Mr. Bowser in tlie 
Victoria theatre oh 'February 1, 1907, 
in which he had stafied that he had 
authentic information that the G. T. 
P. were prepared to bring In 50,000 
Japanese. This "authefttlo" staTtement 
was not true. It was not founded on 
facts. It was made with the deliber- 
ate Intention of deceiving the Speople 
of British' 'Columbia on , the eve of an 
election. Tho attorney-general had 
made no effort to establish the truth 
of ills statement on that occasion. Al- 
though the solicitor employed by tho 
provincial government during the 
Mackenzie King entiulry liad stated 
that no evidence had been brought out 
to establish tlie fact that an offoi-t 
liad been made by the G. T. P. to bring 
out Japanese, the attoriiey-gonerai 
liad not rescinded ills statement. 

After all this tlio attorney-general 
asked this house to take his word as 
a man of honor. He did not believe 
that either the house or the province 
would be prepared to believe tho at- 
t«>rney-general a . man .of bis word. 
All May Not Be Disallowed 

In continuing, he stated tliat there 
was no reason to believe that because 
the previous acts had been disallowed 
that all similar acts would be disal- 
lowed. He referred . to an a.ct which 
had constantly been enacted in Mani- 
toba and which was as continually 
disallowed.' Yet when the province 
had risen as a unit and demanded its 
enactment It had been allowed to 
stand. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: "Tes, but there 
was a Conservative government at 
Ottawa then. Ma.f I ask 'question? 
Are you going to support the bill?" 

Mr. Oliver: "If my hon. friend will 
possess his soul In patience, ho will 
find out. The fjiber.als will do as they 
have always previously done — their 
duty." 

Hon Mr. Mcl3rlde: "They'll sup- 
port the bill," 

Complains of Government 

The government, J.lr. Olivia' stated, 
had iKit done their duty in the mat- 
ter, 'i'lic acting premie,',' had not done 
his duty and protested against tlie 
governor's refusing his assent to the 
previous act and the attorney-gener- 
al had not properly advised the gov- 
ernor. "While he did not like to men- 
tion the matter the question of the 
clerical error In the bill had not been 
explained. There had been an, ex- 
planation given by Duncan Ross In 
the . Dominion house , and the attorney- 
general had replied to It with a chal- 
lenge to Duncan Ross. 'Well, he 
thought that challenge would be nc- 
cepted. Ho had yet to hear of Dun- 
can Boss ever refusing to meet an op- 
ponent. He came of good honest 
Scotch stock and he was not likely to 
run awaj-. .. ;•. ■•" 

ile had reiterated his su.t6mnets In 
the house outside ■p^rUanjent and the 
pr'dper course for tlie attorney-general 
to'fiiillow was to seek a decision In the 
couirls. It would carrjr niiore ..weight 
with ' the pe<jple of jtHte;,' province .than 
a statement from a' piat'form'. 

Charges Insincerity 

Tlie insinoerity of the provincial 
government was shown by tlio f.aet 
that the present act if passed In Its 
present condition would 'not bo valid. 
He pointed to subsection F, clause 
providing thai th.e act should not ap- 
ply to "any per&on. the terms of whoso 
entry Into Canada havo'^b'enn fixed, oi' 
whose oxclusloii from Cano'da has been 
ordered by any apt of , l:be parliament 
of Canada," and asked if tlils in view 
of the existing Dominion laws, -would 
not render the act : of no etfoct; Ho 



asked the opinion of the attorney-gen- 
eral on this point a's a lawyer. 

Mr. Bowser stated fliat it would de- 
pend upon the judgment of the courts. 

Mr. Oliver stated that this was an- 
other insincere statement. He reiter- 
ated seme of his statemonts with re- 
gard to the bill, to the insincerity of 
tho government in enacting it and to 
tlie statements about the conduct of 
the Ottawa government, and conclud- 
ed amidst opiiositlou applause. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite Supports 

J. H. Hawthorntliwaite (Nanaiino) 
followed. Ho felt compelled to deal 
with some of tlie statements of tho 
member for Delta. That gentleman 
could not hold his friends at (Jttawa 
I guiltles.s., in connection with the Jap- 
anese treaty and tile invalidation of 
previous Natal aut.s. 

^Vlth regard to iMr. Oliver's state- 
ment that the Japanese assurances 
were, worthy of more consideration In 
view of the fact that tlioy had been 
deemed worthy of an alliance with 
Breat Britain, he, stated that the mem- 
ber -fbir. Delta miisl . have forgotten 
some -of) the previous- alltanceb ,whlc'n 
had been.. ifiade :by , that nation. • Great 
Britain has^made S0m«.:)itjto'tlou81y In- 
famous trea:tles.- At the time of the 
American War of Independence, some 
members of the British house had ad- 
vocated placing arms in the , hands of 
Indians to murder the poor working 
people and farmer.^ of tho United 
States. Similarly in the war for tlie 
possession of Canada, both Great 
Britain and France had concluded 
t reaties with the- denizens of the for- 
ests. 

With regard to Mr. Oliver's state- 
ment with regard to Duncan Ross be- 
ing an estimable gentleman, a man of 
Scottish race who would not run from 
an opponent, he could say that if Dun- 
can Ross was a man of Scottish race 
lie had greatly degenerated. On the 
iiiatform In his own city of Greenwood, 
the speaker had confrontea him when 
he liad made 3ust as false charges with 
regard to himself as he had /lone In the 
case of the attorney general, and had 
given him the He and bo had sat there 
meeltly and had borno it. 

Tho member for Delta should not 
take credit for discovering tho dis- 
crepancy in subsection F which invali- 
dated the bill. That had already been 
pointed out in a newspaper intervic-.\' 
by Smith Curtis, a former member of 
the house. He proposed to move when 
the" bill was committed that this clause 
should be struck out. 

Government Has Right 

He believed that the government had 
tho right to enact this bill and he ap- 
preciated the action of tho government 
in Introducing the measure. However, 
tliey did not know what action would 
bo taken by the Liberal government 
at Ottawa. 

Ho would frankly state that he with 
the other members of his party -were 
in a difllcult position. At a recent So- 
cialistic convention In Stuttgart, at 
which ^liree Japanese delegates were 
in'osent, a motion advocating the ex- 
t,'Iusion of immigrants from backward 
nations l)y we,5lern countries had been 
introduced. It was howled down. But 
lie iielieved that the delegates present 
at that conference did not understand 
tlie situation. 

Civilizations constantly in the past 
had been wdped out li.v uprisings of 
barbarous but vigorous nati(ms. It was 
not necessary at tho present day that 
tho barbarous nations siiuuld wipe 
them out by the force of arms. Tliey 
could do it just as effoetually by trade 
competition. Wliat was tho present 
situation? In the oast there were 
some 750,000,000 iioopln awakonipg and 
arming themselves with not only the 
weapons of destruction but also with 
industrial weapons. 

They were hound to become com- 
petitors with tlie nations of the west 
and in that competition they would 
invade the latters' home markets. The 
latter would doubtless endeavor to 
rear up tariff walls but the fact re- 

?ialned that the people who could sell 
he cheapest would eventually 'win 
out. Tt was the law of the suryival of 
the Attest. Despite these acts lie be- 
lieved that it was the duty of the 
house to protect society In as much 
as. they could and he therefore was in 
favor of keeping these people out. Thoy 
would, for one thing. If this were not 
done, gradually di.splace the white 
populations and lessen tho. voting 
strength of the workers even though 
they themselves do not receive tho 
franchise. 

No Race Hatred. 

Ho did not believe that tho workers 
of the country had any hatred for these 
people as a race, despite the efforts ot 
politicians and priests to cieate this 
hatred. Everything should be done to 
prevent this race hatred springing up. 

l'''ancy what tiiat w-ould moaij, — a 
people 750,000,000 strong awakening 
and arming not only with Industrial 
weapons but also with the. weapons of 
destruction and directing them against 
the west. And the people of this coast 
must bear the brunt. 

They had been told on the floor of 
this house that the Lemleux arrange- 
ment was a satisfactory solution of the 
troublo. Ho thought this would be a 
nice solution of the difficulty, however, 
wotindlng It might be to our national 
dignity, if some such solution could be 
made.

If tho local Liberals were sincere j 
in their protestations he trustinl that: 
at the next Dominion election they I 
would not grant their support to tlie| 
men who had thus berta>'od them. 
Sir Wilfrid Requires Time. 

Sir Wilfrid liimscll had said that ho 
was not in sympalhy with tho .oeople 
of British Columbia. He had slated atl 
a banquet before the inanufaclurers'

tho side room. Never go In to wait 
upon the invalid looking dragged out. 
Take extra trouble to have the hair 
carefully arranged, and to bo bright 
and fresh looking in her presence. 
Never ask "her if slio will have her 
teeth brushed or her hair combed. 
Talie it for granted that she will. 
Cleanliness is more Important to one's 
comfort when 111 than when well. 

Do not try to prop the patient up In 
bed with the aid of a number of pll- , 
lows. If a regular back rest is not 
obtainable a good ono may be Impro- 
vised by inverting n chair on the bed. 
When tho patient sits up, if an invalid 
cliair is not to bo had, clioose a deep, 
broad armchair with a liighi back if 
possible. If no other armchair is avail- 
able except a rocicing chair, this can 
bo made to servo by placing a book 
or two beneath the front rockers. Un- 
less the rocking chair is used by tho 
patient it is well to take it from the 
sick room altogether. Visitors are of- 
ten thoughtless enough to choose such 
a cliair and keep up a perpetual, moi 
tion, which is enough to, drive the. pa- 
tient distracted. 

Thoughtless visitors are ono ot tho^ 
serious problems in nursing tho con-' 
valescent, just on a short visit, from a 
cheery friend is one of the best medi- 
cines. The health of the patient must 
not be risked through a fear of giving 
offence. Vjpltors who are likely to 
spend time with the invalid telling her 
how bad she is feeling and talking over 
lier illnesfci, or in dilating on their own 
worries or the illness of mutual friends 
should not be admitted to tho sick room 
or should be warned , to refrain from 
depressing topics. Arrange the visit-' 
or's chair in such: a way that tbiC pa- 
tient can c,onverse with her without 
turning her head, and If she does- not 
leavtf after 'a visit of -considerable 
length', do not hesitate to ask her to do , 
so; .-• ■ , ■■! . 

- The window Is tho bright spot .of: a< 
sick room, to which the patient "will 
turn for a glimpse of sky and sunshine. 
It should be made as protfy as possU. 
ble. If there are no curtains, pretty 
ones of wliire lawn or muslin can bo 
made for trifling cost, and little trou- 
ble. A growing jd.'int or two Is delight- 
ful before the window and healthful 
in the sick room. Never allow a pile 
of liodclotlies or a table full of medi- 
cines to mar the patient's brightnes.s. 
It is one of tlie laws of good nursing 
that medicines sliould bo kept out of 
sight of tlie invalid. 

Tlio table beside the invalid's chair 
should contain only what i.-? bcautitul 
and clicoring. A glass of cold water, 
a bell, a favorite book or tho latest 
magazine and a llower or twrj should 
greet her when she turns to it. I<'"low- 
01';: with strong odor.s are to bo avoid- 
ed, !uid a large bunch of flower.s is in- 
advisable. A large quantity of atiy- 
tliing is distasteful to the invalid, but 
a single rose in .'i, vase is always a 
source of joy to one .shut in from na- 
ture.

A dainty 
china cup lilled to within a half Incli 
of the brim will tempt the patient. 
The cup.s should be heated flrst, and 
covered while being' carried on the 
tray, for such foods will not be' appe- 
tizing unless^ hot' ': If ; toast ; Is r served 
with the brotli. 'it -will be found only 
tho v/ork of a-moment- to cut the iJread.

Tea, coffee and cocoa should not bo 
carried - to the sick room In a cup, as 
thoy lose their heat, and are likely to 
spill over the saucer. Ijlttlo pots should 
be used, and a glass or china bowl of 
loaf sugar and a pitcher of oreavn 
should accompany the cup and saucer, 
that tho pntleiit may choose the 
amount she likes of each. As the con- 
valescent , grows: strong, arrange a 
in'otty table for her, and lot her pour 
her own tea and help herself to the
